Maj. John H. Parker Tells How 
a Superb Force of Highly 


Trained Men Could Be De- 
veloped Through Minute- Men 
Organizations, the Vocation- 
al Training They Would Give 
Making Entrance Into Them 
Eagerly Sought by the Youth 
of the Lana.

OW that the American public has awak- 
N ened to an active interest in prepared- 
ness for: national self-defense, the time 
has come for discussion of different methods by 
which the desired result may be accomplished. 
“There are just three possible methods by which 
the military resources of the nation can be or- 
ganized. These are: 

1. By voluntary service. This may be either 
in the militia, under State control up to the 
Federal call; or in Federa! volunteers, when so 
authorized by Congress; or by service in the 
regular army, which is just as truly “volunteer 
service’ as any other under our present laws. 
This is the system now on trial under the act 
of June 3, 1916. 

2. Universal compulsory training and _ serv- 
ice. This is the system advocated by ex-Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, President Benjamin Ide Wheel- 
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er of the University of California and-many. of-}- : 


the most advanced military thinkers of the Unit- 
ed States. 

3. A middle course between these two ex- 
treme views, by which the principle of univer- 


‘+sal military obligation shall be reasserted, but 


under which American traditions in favor of 
voluntary service may be retained and applied 
as far as the exigencies of international rela- 
tions permit, backed up by the recognized right 
of the nation to require military service of all 
its citizens, of any part of them, whenever nec- 
essary, through legal machinery properly or- 
ganized in time of peace to organize rapidly and 
effectively ultimate military resources. 

These three methods are susceptible of non- 
technical discussion’ by which their advantages 
and disadvantages may be compared, their rela- 
tive efficiency explained in such a way that the 
average citizen and voter can choose intelli- 
gently that plan which offers the maximum of 
results with the minimum expenditure of public 
money and of useful human activity. We shall 
never be really prepared for national self-de- 
fense until public attention is intelligently con- 
centrated upon a sound, specific plan, capable of 
effective and economical application, under the 
conditions <nd institutions of our country. 


Fe Calm Consideration Required 


It is easy for an orator to work himself into 
o fine frenzy over “the noble volunteer” or “the 
patriotic militia”; but the intelligent voter ought 
to inquire whether this oratory represents real 
preparedness, and at what cost of money and 
industrial utility. It is easy for a theorist to 
advocate “universal, immediate military train- 
ing”; but the Intelligent citizen ought to in- 
quire what our facilities are to execute the pro- 
eram, what its expense in money would be and 
whet interference with productive activities it 
would occasion. 

Having thus formed an intelligent estimate 
of these two plans, and of their inherent de- 
fects, inquiry would naturally be made whether 
or not a plan can be developed combining the 
best features of these two methods and elim- 
inating, as far as possible, the defects of both. 
If such a combination can be made, its results 
would be more satisfactory than either of the 
extreme plans proposed. 

The volunteer system relieves the citizen of 
military training and service in time of peace. 
It allows the performance of norma! military 
duty in time of peace to be done by the few 
who are attracted by natural inclination to a 
military life, or who, for personal reasons of 
various kinds, are led to seek that life in pref- 
erence to normal civilian activity. For many 
years in our country the number thus attracted 
to the army was adequate to the national needs, 
as then understood. The ordinary citizen had 
no occasion to think about the army, which 
performed its routine frontier duty and its oc- 
casional strike duty without much publicity 
and without contact with the citizen's normal 
activities. 

On the other hand, the volunteer system has 
always proved wasteful of men and material in 
time of war. Over half.a million men had to be 
raised in the War for Independence to fight an 
enemy who never numbered one-tenth as many, 
andthe financial burdens entailed b¥ the vol- 
unteer system sent the young nation into bank- 
ruptcy. 

Nearly half a million men were called out 
under the volunteer system In the War of 1812- 
15 to fight an enemy whose numbers never ex- 
ceeded 30,000 at any time, and again the finan- 
cia] resources of the country were strained to 
the limit by expenses, pay and pensions. 

Leaving out of consideration the numbers 
caliéé out for the Civil War, that struggle was 
undoubtedly prolonged three years by reason 
of the volunteer system, which was at last ac-

not yet half extinguished, and a pension burden 
Was assumed greater than the military expenses 
of Germany previous to August, 1914. 


( Voluntary System Very Wasteful | 
ee 


The record of unnecessary expenses for the 
Spanish War and the Philippine insurrection is 
similar to the foregoing. For example, over $47,- 
000,000 has already been disbursed for volunteer 
pensions due to these two wars, while the total 
pension expense due to pensions of ex-members 
of the regular army since 1788 is less than $8,- 
000,000. 

It may be therefore stated as a defect of the 
volunteer system that it is exceedingly waste- 
ful of men and money. It will not be disputed 
that the volunteer system is a very slow method 
of energizing the national resources, and that 
it calls to the service untrained men in great 
numbers, who must be trained after the emer- 
gency instead of before it. In addition, if the 
militia system be used there is also entailed dual 
control by 48 states and the Federal Government 
up to the Federal call, and'in the «promotion of 
officers at all times, If the volunteer system be 
used, whether militia or Federal, the recruiting 
is dependent wholly on popular enthusiasm, and 
there is always great difficulty in maintaining the 
strength of the military forces after the first wave 
of popular excitement dies out. 

It is thought this is a fair, though incom- 
plete, statement of the advantages. and disad- 
vantages of the volunteer system. 

The system of “universal compulsory military 
training and service’ presents the advantage that 
it will energize the ultimate resources of the na- 
tion in the most effective manner and in the 
shortest possible time. These advantages are 
indisputable. It will also maintain the maxi- 
mum military effort for a longer period of time 
and in a more éffective manner than is possible 
}under any other system. The titanic activities 
of France and Germany since Aug. 1, 1914, illus- 
trate and enforce these statements. No other 
system could have enabled these countries to en- 
ergize their military resources so promptly, or to 
maintain their tremendous activities during so 
long a period. 


Difficulties in Universal Service 


But the application of compulsory universal 
military training and service in the United 
States would be attended by certain practical 
difficulties inherent in our political and eco- 
nomic system and in that system of service. 

1. It would require an overwhelming popular 
demand for the application of this system. No 
such popular demand exists, or is likely to come 
into existence, except in a crisis where the very 
Hfe of the nation is at stake. 

2. It would at once place about 15,000,000 citi- 
zens under military training. There are, per- 
haps, 800,000 military rifles in the country, and 
equipment for less than a million men of all 
arms. There are not suitable horses in the coun- 
try to mount one-tenth of the cavalry component; 
not field gans nor suitable horses for artillery 
service to equip one-tenth of the artillery com- 
ponent, nof 5 per cent of the equipmedt neces- 
sary for outfitting and training any one of the 
special unit components (such as engineers, sig- 
nalmen, air service, machine-gun service, hospital 
corps) of a force of 15,000,000. To talk of “train- 
ing” these men without the necessary — 
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is like teaching a man to awim without going into 
the water. Years of time and huge appropriations 
of money would be necessary to fabricate this 
equipment. 

3. If the whole regular army and’ all the na- 


tional guard were competent instructors, and if” 


all of them were employed as-inattuctors, thére 
would not be enough of them to furnish rill cor- 


porals for 15,000,000 men, not to speak of higher 


instruction. 

4. It would be just about as reasonable to ex- 
pect the 15,000,000 to get along without instruction, 
and to become proficient by self-instruction in 
the military art, as it would be to expect a man 
to become a competent surgeor by reading a 
medical manual. 

5. The expense of handling 15,000,000 at a time 
under military training would be beyond present 
computation, even. if the necessary equipment 
and instructors were available. 

6. The interruption of industrial activities 
would be cataclysmic. Military training, ade- 
quate military training, cannot be given under 
one year of continuous instruction, and that by 
the best instructors with every facility. 


Trained Military Men as Instructors 


this 18 believed to be a fair statement of the 
advantages and disadvantages of immediate com- 
pulsory universal military training. 

It is doubted, however, if the advocates of this 
system have really estimated all that their words 
imply. A ‘former officer of the General Staff 
recently put it about this way: “I am for uni- 
versal compulsory military training and service 
as the only fair and efficient system.” 

Analysis of his idea under question indicated 
Federal control of the public schools, in which 
he proposed to give elementary training, followed 
by a period of active service with the colors from 
about 18 to 21 or from 21 to 24, and this supple- 
mented by a series of reserve bodies assorted 
according to age; in short, just the system used 
by Germany for the last 20 years. It is not doubt- 
ed that all the advantages above enumerated are 
inherent in this plan, and a few moments of re- 
flection will show that all the disadvantages 

above outlined are also unavoidable. . 

There is another way that combines the ad- 
vantages and eliminates the disadvantages of 
both these methods. It is to utilize our avail- 
able trained military men as trainers for an- 
nual classes of military students who shall un- 
dertake the patriotic duty of minute men— 
trained minute men—for a limited time, until 
their successors shall be similarly trained, and 
shall take over this duty in their turn. It has 
been calculated that an annual class of 150,000, 
trained thoroughly for one year and assuming 
the obligation of minute men for three years, 
would enable our country to call out after three 
years a trained force of 800,000 men, properly 
organized and equipped for instant service, and 
that every year afterward would see a force of 
150,000 trained minute men pass from active ob- 
ligation to a reserve status, where they would 
be available as trained Federal volunteers at 
short notice. This force would be composed as 
follows:

Troubles of a Oook. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“1 would like the privilege of expressing my 
opinion and making a few remarks regarding the 
problems and difficulties the average working gir! 
or woman has to contend with. I am a cook, and 
recently advertised in your paper for a situation 
as cook. My ad was to the point, giving house ad- 
dress, also phofie number; also stating in my ad 


that phone calls were to be made after 6 p. m., 
but most of the phone calls were given during the 
day, when I could not answer personally, other 
parties taking the addresses for me and getting 
as much information concerning the position of- 
fered as the prospective employer would give, 
each one asking me to call at their homes for in- 
terview. I made many calls; also answered many 
ads for cooks appéaring in the different daily pa- 
pers, and met with the same thing tn every home, 
and that was that they wanted a cook, housegirl 
and laundress, all combined, in one woman, and 
offering about half the wages a good cook should 
have, with’ nothing but cooking te do. One 
woman wanted me to give references from people 
she knew, which I think would be nothing short 
of a miracle, for a person to be able to give refer- 
ences of that kind would have to be known as an 
individual and not as a professional in any line 
‘of work. 

Where I have worked the last few years I have 
not been asked to do anything outside my voca- 
tion, which is cooking, and have been paid from 
$40 to $50 per month. 

I have often wondered why women ané girls in 
St. Leuls prefer to work in factories rather than 
in homes, tut since trying to get a position here 
myself, Iam no longer at a loss to know why. In 
the first place, there is too much expected, or de- 
Manded, of the working woman; too much of a 
mixing of work, for no one can do so many differ- 
ent kinds of work and do it well. Therefore, the 
employer decides her sérvant is incompetent, and 
looks about for another. The same amount of 
work is given the next, and so on, and still the 
employers howl] about the inferiority of the serv- 
ant girl. On account of these conditions I am net 
employed, nor likely to be, for I will not mix my 
work to the extent of doing laundry and chamber 
yprork along with my cooking.

(CRIME AND VICE. 

Investigation by the grand jury of vice con- 
ditions in St. Louis and especially of charges that 
disorderly resorts are protected by the police, 
offer promise of rational results in the vice cru- 
sade now raging. It is the legal and sane method 
of seeking information concerning vice conditions 
and the efficiency and honesty of the police in 
dealing with them. 

The hysterics of some of our esteemed contem- 
poraries, in which the city is pictured as “en- 
gulfed in a wave of vice and crime” and demands 
are made for wholesale arrests and raids, regard- 
lees of law and evidence, lead nowhere except 
to conditions worse than we have. The endless 
chain of arrest, fine and driving on of the miser- 
able wretches infesting streets and dens is futile. 
Whither are these creatures driven? From one 
city or from one place to another. The fine is 
only a stimulus to vice activities. Wholesale ar- 
rests and raids result in more outrages on decent 
people than effective strokes in putting down 
vice. The courts are choked with futile cases. 
Under the law evidence is necessary for convic- 
tion. It ought to be the basis of all arrests. Driv- 
ing on merely means the scattering without the 
reforming of vicious elements. It is a make- 
shift, not a remedy. 

The whole situation exposes the futility of our 
methods. The wretched instruthents of vice are 
punished and the community is afflicted with 
‘widespread infection, while the causes are 
untouched and the instigators who profit go frée. 

Under our present laws and resources the best 
that can be done is to close disorderly houses and 
keep disorderly women from street solicitation. 
Even this is difficult, but morality and decency 
demand efficient work to this end. If, however, 
the entire police force is turned into a moral 
squad, to spy on thé conduct of persons and seek 
immorality in houses and apartments, police effi- 
clency against open indecency and crime is hope- 
less. Inefficiency and corruption inevitably fol- 
low the application of the police spy system to 
morality. It is a confession of helplessness in all 
the spiritual and moral factors that make for 
wholesome social conditions. It puts a premium 
on bribery. 

As to the prevention of crime, which is the es- 
sential object of the police organization, that is 
best achieved by earnest, efficient work on the 
part ef the police to arrest and punish criminals. 
In this work the police are helpless without the 
co-operation of courts and prison officials. Time 
and again has attention been called to the in- 
competence or worse of certain courts and the fail- 
ure of legal processes. 

St. Louis is suffering from a tide of criminal 
activity—it is the season for it. Vice conditions 
are probably normal—we have them always with 
us. There is need of greater efficiency in the 
whole machinery of law enforcement, 


The real cause of these recurring waves and 


futile crusades lies deeper than the police and the 
existing courts. It is found in the inefficiency of 
our whole system of dealing with crime and vice. 
Our criminal code and mode of procedure is faulty; 
our system of courts in this city is defective; our 
prison and reformatory system is bad—in some re- 
spects rotten. 

If the evils from which we suffer ‘arouse the 
public to a realization of the need of rational 
reform in all our methods of dealing with crime 
and vice, much will be accomplished. The State 
Legislature has before it plans for reorganizing 
the prison systems, for improving caurts.§ and 
codes and procedure in criminal] proceedings, for 
dealing with delinquent children and first of- 
fenders. We need means to deal humanely and 
effectively with female offenders. 

Let us drop hysterics and apply reason to the 
evils that beset us. Let us insist that the State 
Legislature enact the program of constructive 
legislation submitted to it and begin to deal sanely 
and successfully with evil conditions and causes. 
Deeper still are the economic conditions that 


foster crime and vice.

GERMANY'’S UNTENABLE POSITION. 
The note which the German Government has 
eent to the neutral Governments in reply to the 
entente answer to Germany's peace proposal ends 
as follows: ? y 
Our allied Powers, however, shall continue 
the struggle in quiet confidence and with 
firm trust in their right until peace is get 
which guarantees to their nations honor, ex- 
istence and liberty of development, an4 which \ 
to all nations of the wuropean continent gives 
the blessing to co-operate in mutual respect 
and under equal rights together for the so- 
lution of the great problems of civilization. 
Without a statement of terms these words are 
meaningless. It was to prevent a continuing re- 
petition of such empty generalizations that Pres- 
ident Wilson sent his note to all the belligerents, 
asking for a definite statement of the concrete 
objects of the war and the conditions under which 
the war could be terminated. Germany and its 
allies alone have withheld the information that 
the President requested. Al] the other belliger- 
ents have responded, and responded collectively. 
Thanks to the frankness and moral courage of 
the entente Governments, we know the kind of 
peace which they regard as vital to their “honor, 
existence and Mberty of development."”” We know 
practically in detail the changes in the map of 
Europe which they consider essential to enable 
the nations of Burope ‘“‘to co-operate in mutual 
and under equal rights together for the 
problems of civilization.”

Can Germany afford to drop the peace move 
ment she herself started at this point? Can she 
ignore the ‘President’s request for terms and the 
allies’ candid statement of their objects without 
forfeiting the sympathy and support of the neutral 
nations, who will be forced to conclude that Ger- 
many’s objects are not in accord with her pro- 
fessions? 

The questions of the righteousness of the allies’ 
objects are not involved now. That is a matter 
for subsequent dealing. The question of the 
righteousness of Germany’s terms is not involved 
now. What are the terms—what are her war ob- 
jects? In the face of the allies’ diplomacy of 


democracy and frankness, the diplomacy of se 


crecy, intrigue and sham is helpless and hopeless. 
Must we accept Lloyd-George’s statement that 
Germany’s purpose in her peace proposal is to 
“drug those she cannot dragoon.” Is the German 
Government playing the peace game to satisfy the 
home discontents and the elements protesting 
against conquest?

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WASHINGTON IN THE ARID ZONE. 


Enough state capitals have gone “dry” to give 
us a faint picture of what an arid Washington will 
mean. It is a picture very different from that 
of the remoter Washington of fiction and the real 
Washington of recent Congresses. It will effect 
great changes not only in the more familiar street 
life of the town, but also in its club life. Clubs 
are specifically included in the prohibition. 

A loophole of which it might be thought advan- 
tage could be taken at the clubhouses is the ex- 
ception of shipments for personal use, but the 
locker system or bummelkasse {is ruled out by the 
text of the bill. And it was only a few Congresses 
ago when intoxicants were sold in large quantities 
and as a matter of course in the Senate and House 
restaurants, with such bewildering profusion in 
brands of beer that each member of Congress 
could continue to drink, while in the discharge 
of his constitutional duties, the very brew of his 
home town to which he had been accustomed. 

The persistency and fury of the onslaught on 
the demon rum made a “dry” Washington proba- 
ble at an early date. But why was a referendum 
refused, enabling the people to decide the ques- 
tion, as the people have done in other subdivisions 
of the country? Was it because an embarrassing 
precedent might be set in according them a hear- 
ing on this question, carrying with it a particular 
right to a referendum? 

If in these times of self-government for Ales- 
kans and even Filipinos and Porto Ricans, Wash- 
ingtonans were permitted to vote on one ques- 
tion, they might develop a taste for voting on all 
local questions. In refusing a referendum Con- 
gress has given the country an example of des- 
potism in the home of democracy.

WAR VS. WORK. 

A Berlin news dispatch, via London, quotes the 
following from what is said to be an official bulle- 
tin: 

The State's financial means are already 
limited, and even with the most favorable 
peace there will be no prospect for a long 
time of sufficient wealth to enable the state 
wholly, or even in a large part, to support its 
invalids. ‘Therefore charity will not suffice. 
Work alone uplifts and ennobles; even the 
poorest work creates and sustains health. 

This will perhaps be found true not only in 
Germany, but in all the other warring coun- 
tries. Militarists can only kill and maim men. 
Men can only fight for militarists. If they get 
hurt that is their own lookout. If the militarists 
have any money to spare they must spend it pre- 
paring to kill and maim other men in other wars. 
They will have none to waste on foolish phi- 
lanthropy.

Looking for a safe place to spend next sum- 
mer? Try a steamboat. Safest place there 1s. 
Last year about 200 steamboats wheezed and 
snorted back and forth between Cairo, Ill., and 
somewhere up this side of the North Pole and 
carried 1,931,956 passengers. That is getting pret- 
ty close to 2,000,000. A pretty big crowd. And 
how many do you suppose lost their lives? Not 
one.

He jumped over- 
board. The steamboat people did their best to 
save him, but he went down before help could 
reach him.

this school, insuring prompt employ- 
ment for them at remunerative 
wages in positions where their obli- 
gations as minute meh would be re- 
spected. 

The graduates of the training 
school could be given preference for 
promotion to commissioned rank, and 
for employment in various depart- 
ments of the Government service. In 
addition to these inducements a cash 
bonus of a hundred dollars or so per 
year during the period of minute-man 
obligation could be given to students 
and graduates of the training school 
without taxing the resources of the 
Federal Government. If every stu 
dent and graduate were given this 
bonus the total expense would be 
only $60,000,000 per year for a trained 
force of 600,000 men. 

The military appropriations of 191¢ 
have already passed $300,000,000, un- 
der the present system, for a force 
under training only three or four 
months that will begin to melt away 
the moment the militia is released 
from the Federal service. In six 
months half the present militia will 
have severed its connection with that 
body, and all this expensive but im- 
perfect training will be lost to the 
organized military service. The com- 
parison is obvious. 

If all these indictments failed to secure 
adequate enroliment in the National 
Training School for Minute Men it would 
be at last necessary for the lederal 
Government to select from the young 
rien suitable for this duty a sufficient 
number to complete the required 159,00 
per year, and compel the selected men 


to perform this necessary public duty.

CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR 


First to Cast Hat Into Ring— 
Led Republican Ticket 
Two Years Ago. 


Howard Sidener, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, was the first to throw his het 
into the political ring for the spring 
election when he filed as a candidate 
for the Republican mayoraity nom- 
ination yesterday and paid the custom- 
ary fee of $200 to the City Commit- 
tee. He was not daunted by the fact 
that it was the 13th of the month 
and he lives in the Thirteenth Pre- 
cinct of Ward 23. 

When he was re-elected Prosecut- 
ing Attorney two years ago, Sidener 
led the Republican ticket. He was 
then mentioned as a mayoralty pos- 
sibility, 

In making his candidacy known toduy 
Sidener issued a statemnet of policies 
which he said was not his “platform,” 
but a presentation of his views on cer- 
tain public policies. 

Sidener in this statement said he 
was opposed to nepotism and to the 
Complaint Board as now conducted. 
He would substitute for it a Bureau 
of Investigation with broader scope. 
He promised to attend Police Board 
meetings, to further city plan im- 
provements, abolish dangerous grade 
crossings, estatlish more play- 
grounds for children, properly man- 
age the free bridge, encourage the 
development of interurban lines, 
work to settle the United Railways 
mill-tax controversy equitably and 
assure the union labor wage scale to 
organized city workmen. 

Sidener is married and lives at 
4386 West Pine boulevard. He has 
been Prosecuting Attorney six years. 
Before election to that office he was 
Associate Prosecuting Attorney. It 
is-his boast that he has never been 
supported by a “machine’ and has 
never been defeated at a primary 
election. 


Lincoln Memorial College After 
,000,000 Endowment Fund. 


The faculty and members of the Board 
of Directors of the Lincoln Memorial 
College, located at Cumberland Gap, 
Fenn., where Virginia, Kentucky and 
Tennessee meet, are seeking to raise a 
$1,000,000 endowment fund to carry on the 
college work. 

The college was founded by Gen. O. O. 
Howard and Rev. A. A. Myers as a 
memorial to Lincoln, in order that the 
people from whom he sprang might 
have better chances in life than he ob- 
tained. The college is coeducational, 
and children of feudists and moonshin- 
ers, youths from homes where a major- 
ity of the older persons have never seen 
a railroad train, form a portion of the 
student body. 

Normal, collegiate and agricultural 
courses are offered, and many of the 
students work their way through. The 
endowment would enable the college to 
give more to the students, and help edu- 
cate many who otherwise might never 
have such an opportunity.

With Him, and Receive No 
Assurances Whatever.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 13.—Demo- 


Cratic job hunters are saying that 
they can’t understand Missourés new 
Governor. . 
He hasn't allowed one of them in his 
private office and has not consulted 
them about the needs of the State, The 


reason does not lie in their failure to 
try to get In or ‘be consulted, 

This applies to the professional notte 
ical job holders. The Governor has Ccon- 
sulted State officials, members of the 
Legislature and men who, tn other Leg- 
islatures, have been interested in peni- 
tentiary reform and revenue-producing 
measures. 

It has been the Governor’s custom 
during the week he has been Governor 
tu reach his office shortly before 10 
c’clock and first glance over his mail 
and telegrams. He doffs his coat the 
moment he reaches his private office. 

After looking over the mail] the Gov- 


his reception room, where he has found 
from a dozen to 2 men, mostly job 
hunters, waiting for him. He has 
shaken hands with each one and in- 
quired the nature of his business. At 
the first mention of a job his answer 
has been: 

“T haven’t given jobs the slightest 
consideration. Speak to Judge Simpson 
about it, leave your application with 
him and it will receive consideration.” 

Simpson His Adviser. 

Simpson is Noah W. Simpson, the 
Governor’s legal and politica] secre- 
tary. The Governor has had very little 
experience in politics and, realizing the 
need of an adviser who knows the poll- 
tics of the State and the history of the 
politiclans of the State, picked Simp- 
son, who was a member of the House 
of Representatives from Lewis County 
two years ago. 

Simpson receives all the applications 
for jobs and carefully files them away. 
The only complaint of the ‘‘boys’”’ is that 
he does not give them any assurance 
whatever that they will get the jobs. 
Several have been considerably discon- 
certed by Simpson’s questions. There 
are several reported instances of Sinip- 
son asking them about their experience 
and qualifications for the jobs. ‘They 
have not been used to that. Previously 
about the only inquiry made of appli- 
cants concerned their party regularity, 
with particular emphasis on questions 
touching their political loyalty to the 
winner fn the primary campaign for the 
nomination for Governor. 

It {is understood about the capital that 
Simpson will serve as Gardner’s secre- 
tary only until the adfgournment of the 
Legislature and that he then will be 
appointed to one of the better posi- 
tions, probably a member of the Public 
Service Commission. If there should 
be a vacancy on the Supreme Court, it is 
thought Simpson probably would be ap- 
pointed to fill it. 


Governor Shuns Details. 
The Governor has shown an inclin- 


ation to refuse to concern himself 
with the petty details of his office 
and of the departments under him. 
Under the last administration the ap- 
pointments of all employes even 
down to janitors were said to have 
been directed by the Governor. 

One morning Gov. Gardner found 
waiting for him a Postoffice messen- 
ger, who had a registered special de- 
livery letter, which, under the pos- 
tal regulations, could be delivered 
only to the Governor. The messen- 
ger explained that he would have to 
have the Governor's signature. 

“T won't sign for it,” the Governor 
told him. “Send it back where it 
came from. I ‘don’t care to receive a 
letter from anytody who is writing 
anything that he is not willing for 
my secretary to receive or who is 
writing anything that can’t be han- 
dled in the usual way.” The mes- 
senger took the letter: away with 
him. 

Each afternoon the Governor has 
gone horseback riding or has played 
golf at the Jefferson City Country 
Club. He has told friends that he ex- 
pects to give all the time that is 
necessary to the duties of being 
Governor, but that he does not in- 
tend -to abandon his habits of taking 
time from his business for relaxation 
and recreation. 

Politicians in the,Senate who usually 
have deen able to clog the State legisla- 
tive machinery when they desired, are on 
the anxious seat. They don’t know what 
they can do with the Governor and the 
Governor doesn’t know what he can do 
}with them. He has promised a legisia- 
tive program which would tax the inge- 
unity of a much more experienced poli- 
ticlan. It {s a program which in many 
respects does not meet the approval of 
such Senators as Senator John F’, Mor- 
‘ton of Richmond, Micahel Kinney and 
Joseph Brogan of St. Bouis, Wallace 
Greene and M. E. Casey of Kansas City 
and Sam B. Cook of Jefferson City and 
there seems little doubt that the Gov- 
ernor will find much opposition. 

Might Appeal to People. 

Some of his friends, who have been 
present at several of his conferences, ex- 
press the opinion that the Governor will 
make an appeal to the people of the 
State to support him if he encounters 
opposition of a serious nature. 

The Governor has promised an admin- 
istration of aggressive fidelity to the 
welfare of the State. So far there has 
arisen no question which required him 
to make a stand. The first occasion 
probably will be Monday, when the term 
of Warden D. C. McClung of the peni- 
tentiary expires. McClung’s friends have 
tried several schemes to hold him tn his 
place, at least temporarily. Informed 
politicians here say that McClung will be 
removed Monday and another man se- 


lected for the job temporarily, or unt!L

PRISON PROGRAM 


William H. Wadhams Says Mis- 
souri Has Splendid Chance 
Now for Penitentiary Reform. 


How New York is reclaiming men 


committed to prison and sending them 
forth to take their places as citizens 
useful both to society and their fam- 
lies, tnstead of making hardened and 


professional criminals out of them, was 
described in detail by Judge William H. 
Wadhams of the Court of General Ses- 
sions of New York City and chairman 
of the Legal Committee of the Nation- 
al Committee on Prisons and Prison 
Labor, in an address to the City Club 
yesterday. 

Judge Waedhams, who is one of the 
fcremost authorities on prison reform 
in the United States, declared that Mis- 
sourl had taker the first great step in 
prison reform by the abolition of the 
contract labor system, which he char- 
acterized .as a species of slavery. He 
strongly advocated support of Gov. 
Gardner's program of prison legisla- 
tion. 

“You have a wonderful opportunity 
here in Missouri, with contract labor 
abolished, with a vacancy in the war- 
denship of your prison, with your new 
Governor determined to carry through a 
program of prison reform, to show the 
way in the adoption of the most ap- 
proved and effective method of prison 
management,” he said. “You have 
cleared your name of the stigma of con- 
tract prison labor.”’ 

Judge Wadhams said that statistics 
prove that one-half of all crime is com- 
mitted by men who have come out of 
prison and gone back into crime. He 
argued that this was because states 
have made their jails purely punitive 
institutions, and have paid no attention 
whatever to the work of rehabilitating 
and educating prisoners. The result is 
that men emerge from prison burning 
with a desire to get even with society, 
instead of being reformed. 

Educator, Not Jailer, Needed. 
What is needed in prison work, he de- 

clared, is an educator, and not a jailer. 
This sentiment was loudly applauded by 
the City/Club audience, comprised of 
members of the Board of Aldermen, 
Circuit Judges, prosecuting officials and 
club members. 

The three essential principles in pris- 
on reform were defined by the Judge 
as: 

Self-government of the prisoners, 
to develop responsibility and self- 
respect. 

Classification of prisoners, with ex- 
amination as to physical and mental 
condition, to determine what educa- 
tion and training are needed, and the 
character of the work the individ- 
ual prisoner is best able to do. 

The indeterminate sentence, under 
which a board of experts and the 
court, after the convict has been 
committed to prison, will determine 
when he shall be released, instead 
of a Judge or a jury attempting to 
guess in advance how much punish- 
ment is necessary to reform him. 

The Mutual Welfare league of Sing 
Sing prison, he declared, had demon- 
strated beyond any question of a doubt 
the feasibility of self-government of 
prisoners, The prisoners of each shop 
elect their delegates to the Mutual Wel- 
fare League, these delegates elect an 
Executive Committee, and tht Executive 
who fn responible for prisos daciaen 
Fg onal or — discipline, 
| gee mlaapenscndh ruainniggete Dy 
oxen rare dining erty under 
and of action, and i epeagg car igte 

maintain perfect or- 
der. Since the installation of the self- 
government system in Sing Sing, he de- 
clared that assaults have decreased 64 
per cent, insanity 80 per cent, efficiency 
in industry has increased 20 per cent, 
and there have been no riots. 

Incident of Perfect Discipline. 

As proof of the perfect discipline under 
the self-government system, Judge Wad- 
hams cited an incident in the Sing-Sing 
prison. The men were in the assembly 
hall over the messroom, when a fire 
broke out below. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
ordered the fire squad below to fight the 
fire, and just as he was starting to give 
directions to the prisoners as to wha: 
they should do, the lights went out. The 
Sergeant-at-Arms then ordered the men 
to march by twos back to their cells. 

“And when the lights came back on,” 
he said, “every one of the 1400 men was 
present and accounted for, and there 
was not a guard in the prison. 

“The Warden awarded the 23 men who 
fought the fire $10 each for their service:. 
Now 610 is a lot of money to a man in 
prison. But the men held a meeting 
and sent word to the Warden that they 
could not accept the money for the rea- 
son that their loyalty to the Mutual 
Welfare League cértid not be paid for. 

“Ip my court I sometimes sentence 
nearly 400 men in a month to prison, bat 
during the last two years only two men 
have come into my court who had been 
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released from Sing Sing and gone back 
into crime. 

“The Employment Bureau of the Na- 
tional Committee on Prisons has foun4 


employment for 98 men released from 


prisons during the past two years. They 
were taking a census of these men when 
I left New York. At that time 40 had 
been checked up, and it was found thet 
870 were holding their first jobs. Em- 
ployers are willing to take the men an! 
give them a chance because the training 
in the prieen has worked a thorough re- 
form and made the men efficient. The 
men take pride in making good. Thsy 
are giving their loyalty to the Welfare 
La#agque, whose motto is: ‘Do Good, Make 
Good." The gang loyalty, for which men 
have gone’to the electric chair because 
they were deeply devoted to this code 
of ethics, has been supplanted by loyalty 
to thia self-government league. 
15 Out of 1000 Weat Wrong. 

“Out of 1000 men who have been re- 
leased from Sing Sing since tne new 
system was established by that great 
man, Thomas Mott Osborne, only 18 have 
gone wrong.” 

Judge Wadhame said that the Ging 
Sing prisoners have entirely prevented 
drugs from coming into the prison—a 
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} thing that no Warden unter the old sys- 
tem ever could do. They even held up 
a guard and took away from him whis- 
‘ky which he was smuggling into the 

prison. 

Judge Wadhams severely condemned 
the Missouri system under which juries 
determine the length of the sentence.

How many men 
are there today who have seen the light 
and are kept in jails because some Judge 
or jury made a wrong guess in trying 
to determine in advance how much pun- 
‘ishment they should have? How many 
dangerous men are being turned out 
every day for the same reason? 

“T am the author of the indeterminate 
sentence law, which applies to our New 
York City. penitentiary, corresponding 
to your workhouse here. Under this law 
our courts are doing a work of rehabil- 
itation—we are taking men and saving 
them to society and their families, in- 
stead of making hardened criminals out 
of them. When we find men who have 
been wrecked by whisky or drugs we 
send them to the farm, where the drugs 
and the liquor are worked out of their 
systems. In two years 1000 men have 
been released on suspended sentence, 
and only 42 have gone wrong. In my 
court alone I have saved the State of 
New York enough money to build its 
great classification prison, which is to 
take place of the old Sing Sing prison, 
now being torn down.” 


Judge Wadhams is scheduled to speak 
in the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives at Jefferson City at 3 p. m. today, 
and at the Sheldon Memorial in St. 
Louls at 8 p. m. He is a member of 
the Execttive Committee of the League 
to Enforce Peace, and will speak on the 
objects of that organization tonight.

Alien-Born Advocate Bill Pending 
in Congress to Devote Addition- 
al Funds, Raised From Fees, 

to Work.

More than a @ozen organizations 


made up largety of alien-born per- 
sons, some of whom have recently be- 
come citizens of the United States, 
and many more of whom have sig- 
nified their intention to become 
Americanized, have written to United 
States Senators Stone and Reed and 
Congressman Igoe in Washington, ad- 
vyocating the passage in the pending 
sundry ctvil bill for an increased ap- 
propriation for the Bureau of Natu- 
ralization of the Department of Labor. 

Last year the appropriation for the 
bureau was $275,000. This year $30,- 
000 additional is asked for to increase 
field service, a large portion of which 
would be spent in the development 
and improvement of the work of nat- 
uralizing citizens in and about St. 
Louis, which district comprises eight 
states. 

Others Advocate Allowance. 

Private citizens, also, are advocat- 
ing the increased appropriation, 
among them Supt. Blewett of the 
public schools and Clarence Howard, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Experience of the last two years 
has shown that foreign-born persons 
in this country have responded en- 
thusiastically to the plan of natural- 
ization officers to train subjects for 
citizenship in the public schools,

PARIS, Jan. 13.—A stfiking act of 
courage and self-sacrfice was re- 
cently recorded by the biographer of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Patrice Mahon. 
“Allowing himself to te killed on 
his cannon in order to give an ¢x- 
ample and to prevent a precipitate 
retreat,” reads the order of the day 
crediting him with heroism. Four 
other officers imitated his example: 
Capt. Doridot, now prisoner, wound- 
ed and his right hand amputated, and 
Lieuts. Roger, Michel and Nyeegard, 

all three reported disappeared. 

The pass of Saint-Marie-aus-Mines 
was the scene of the death of Mahon. 
Twice before he had tried to save the 

ass, first on asking to go there per- 
commie when he should have re- box rcp po 
mained at Saales with the general pre undre 
staff. Then, while leading his troops 
who, surprised by a frightful attack, 
had retired in disorder, he suceeeded 
momentarily in bringing them back 
in a counter-attack. Another time 
French infantrymen composed prin- 
cipally of the reservists were con- 
fronted by hot enemy attack; they 
were obliged to fall back in disorder, 
the ground being impossiBle to hold 
Mahon, however, did not lose his 
coolness.

SURVIVOR TELLS 


OFFICIALLY OF ThE 
SINKING OF U-41 


German Lieutenant Says British 
Ship Flew U. S._ Flag 
Throughout Engagement. 


[LL-TREATMENT IS ALLEGED 


Officer, Who Was Wounded, 
Declares He Received Scant At- 
tention on Ship or in Prison. 


——Y 


BERLIN, Jan. 13 (By wireless to Sa- 
ville)——The official report of Lieut. 
Crompton, a survivor of the German 


submarine U-41, sunk by the Brit:sh on 
Sept. 24, 1915, the case of which the 
German Government has characterized 
es a second Baralong incident, was 
made public today and is published in 
the newspapers. Lieut. Crompton, after 
being wounded and a, prisoner in En- 
gland, was interned in Switzerland, 
whence his report was received. Pre- 
vious statements by the German ad- 
miralty have charged that the account 
he gave of the circumstances of the 
sinking and the after treatment of the 
two survivors showed a deliberate at- 
tempt to do away with the only eye- 
“iinesses on the German side. 

The destruction of the U-41 1s alleged 
to have been carried out by a British 
patrol ship which flew the American 
flag throughout the engagement and 
which afterward attempted to run down 
a row-boat containing the two sur- 
vivors, who are also said to have been 
ili-treated after finally being taken on 
board the British vessel. 

V.ieut. Crompton’s ;eport reads: 

“On tee morning ef Sept. 24 the Brit- 
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isl, steamer Urbino, bound to England, 
was sunk by artillery fire about 30 
miles southeast of the Scilly Islands. 
‘Che trew nad been allowed aout half 
ah hour. When the Urbino was listing 
heavily and burning, a smoke cloud was 
sighted. Submarine U-41 submerged 
and let a steamer pass at a distance of 
about 20 meters. The steamer flew the 
American flag. It had no neutrality 
sign on the side. : 

“The submarine emerged and ordered 
the steamer tc stop. This wrder was 
immediately obeyed and the ‘wo vessels 
appreaciied each other at a sluw speed. 
We signalled an order to send the doc- 
uments on board. This was not an- 
swered by the steamer, which gave the 
cvunter signal ‘I am stopping.’ At the 
same time the steamer prepared to 
lower a boat. On the submarine the 
gun on the bow had been made ready. 

Steamer Opens Fire. 

“When the vessels were about 300 me- 
ters apart the steamer suddenly opened 
a violent fire, first with rifles along the 
whole railing, then from 7.6-centimeter 
guns hidden behind the ship’s side at 
the bow and stern. Although the com- 
mander had immediately ordered that 
the cannon on the bow be let alone, the 
sailors wanted to continue firing it, andj 
had to be brought away by the helms- 
man. 

“The submarine had received several 
hits by shells shortly before the conning 
tower was submerged. During the en- 
tire engagement the steamer flew the 
American flag. To be sure, the flag- 
staff was turned down but the flag was 
not replaced by the British and contin- 
ued flying. 

“As we went under the water and the 
submarine went to the bottom I was 
lying unconscious in the tower in conse- 
quence of a wound.

SEARCHLIGHT AVIATION TEST 


Government to Try Worth Against 
Hostile Aircraft Tonight. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—A 1,500,000-can- 
dle-power searchlight recently installed 
by the Government on the aviation field 
at Hempstead, L. I., with a radius of 
four miles, will be tested tomorrow night 
to determine its worth in spotting flying 
craft in time of war. Aviators will go 
up in biplanes, followed by “enemies.” 
The searchlight will«then find the first 
machine and the planes following, hid- 
den by darkness, will attack and destroy 
it. The second machine also will drop 
various colored lights, so that persons 
on the ground might be directed to the 
vicinity of fts intended prey and pick 
it outwith the light.

LAWSON T0 BE 
RECALLED 10 STAND 
IN LEAK INQUIRY 


Will Be Required to Answer 
Questions or Be Cited for 
Contempt. 


TELEGRAMS ASKED - FOR

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Members of 
the House Rules Commiilttee, armed with 
the broadest authority to compel wit- 
nesses, and particularly Thomas J. Law-

Monday their investigation of rumors 
that advance information reached Wall 
street on President Wilson’s peace note 

Determined to go to the bottom of the 
situation before reporting to the House 
on the Wood resolution for a sweeping 
cengressional inquiry into “leak’’ sto- 
ries, the committee has subpenaed all 
persons and papers that it considers 
might shed light on the rumors. Be- 
sides Lawson, Bernard Baruch of New 
York and several other New York and 
Chicago brokers have been asked to tes- 
tify Monday. All the telegrams sent 
from Washington on Dec. ®, the day 
stock market speculators are reported 
to have profited by advance informa- 
tion, also have been asked for. 

Interest in the recalling of Lawson to 
the stand overshadowed among mem- 
bers of Congress ténight all other de- 
velopments in connection with reopen- 
ing the hearing. Under a resolution 
adopted by the House today the commit- 
tee is empowered to compel him to an- 
sver any question. The resolution was 
drawn at an executive session of the 
committee, which endeavored to make 
it broad enough to cover every possible 
avenue of escape from contempt 
charges for any witness, and the House 
in adopting the proposal as soon as it 
was presented displayed a willingness 
tw» go as far ag possible in atrengthening 
the committee’s hand. ~ : 

Set Questions for Lawson. 

Lawson will’ be interrogated from a 
set of written questions now being pre- 
pared. He will be asked, amofig other 
things, to name the Congressman who 
told him a story about a Cabinet offi- 
cial, a banker and a Senator being in- 
volved in a profit-making conspiracy in 
connection with the leak and also to 
name the trio themselves. If the Boston 
financier fails to answer, the plan is to 
cite him for’ contempt and give him an 
opportunity to give answer before the 
bar of the House. Then if he stands by 
his refusal, he will be turned over to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms and the House 
may order him held until he decides to 
auswer, or it may-refer the case to the 
courts. 

Officials expect the contempt proceed- 
ings will be necessary, for they do not 
telieve Lawson will answer the commit- 
tee’s questions. If the case is handled 
sclely by the house, however, and no 
direct appeal taken to the courts, many 
officials think it doubtful if he ever is 
punished. The authority of the present 
Congress to punish recalcitrant’ wit- 
resses expires March 4, and it is point- 
ed out that the contempt proceedings 
brought against District Attorney Mar- 
shall of New York, several months ago, 
still are held up, and Marshall remains 
unpunished. Should Lawson be turned 
over to the District of Columbia courts, 
however, as some members of Congress 
nudvecate, punishment might be easjer. 

Raruch May Show Books. 

Baruch will be asked to show his 
books, which were not produced when 
he appeared before. F. W. McKinnon, a 
Chicago broker, will be asked if his 
firm sent advance notice of the coming

Donald McDonald of Boston will be 
asked about a conversation he is said 
to have had with Lawson, and E. R.

Whether President Will Move to 
Give Opening Remains 
Undecided. 


SILENT ON NOTE REPLIES 


Officials Watching Trend of 
Public Sentiment on Peace 
Abroad. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.~A statement 


of terms from Germany and her allies 
at least as comprehensive as those set 
forth by the entente in replying to 
President Wilson’s note, is the next 


move hoped for ‘here in the peace nego- | 
tiations. 

Whether time will be allowed for 
the Teutonic nations to state terms on 
their own initiative, or whether Presi- 
dent Wilson will make some move to 
give an opening, remains undetermined. 

There are indications, however, that, 
if no statement of the Teutonic terms 
is forthcoming within a reasonable time, 
the United States may seek a means to 


indicate the desirability of such a 
course. 
It was reiterated today that the 


President had not determined on his po- 
sition, and it was pointed out that, in 
his note, he said he was indifferent to 
the means employed for comparing 
terms. He is reluctant to judge be- 
tween the two replies ard has not made 
known his impressions of the entente 
note. 

In other admin'stration quarters it 
has been suggested, however, that the 
oLjects which the Fresident had in mind 
could be best promoted now by the cen- 
tral Powers publicly declaring their 
terms. 

Officials are watching particularly 
just now the trend of public sentiment 
abroad, and the apparent change since 
the dispatch of the President's note has 
proved a source of increasing gratifica- 
tion. The first feeling of indignation 
among the allies because of the coin- 
cidence of the President’s proposal with 
that of the central Powers has abated, 
it is belleved here, and is beirig replaced 
ty a conviction that good may come 
from the American note. 

There is no tndication in official cir- 
cles, however, that an early peace is 
thought probable. On the contrary, the 
statement of the allies’ objects, it is rec- 
ognized, ‘has made acceptance by Ger- 
many very difficult for the present, 
however far it may have gone toward 
establishing a preliminary basis which 
riay facilitate peace negotiations when 
the end of hostilities does come. 

The administration is acting on the as- 
sumption that the bitterness engendered 
by the war can not be healed tn a mo- 
ment, but that every step toward that 
end brings final rapproachment nearer. 

First expressions of bitterness in Ger- 
many over the entente reply are some- 
what discounted here, and it is felt 
there may be a change of sentiment just 
as there was in the entente countries 
in regard to the President’s note. It is 
ecnceded, however, that for the present 
popular desire for a prosecution of the 
war will be quickened. 

German View at Capitol. 

The German view here is that there 
is little likelihood of a public state- 
ment of specific terms by the Teuton- 
ic allies at this time unless a ufrther 
move toward that end is made by tho 
President. Should a request for such 
a statement be forwarded finally, 
however, it is declared Germany prol- 
ably would comply. 

It has been the contention of Teu- 
tonic diplomats that in proposing a 
peace conference Germany fulfilled 
the President's suggestion thaton an 
early occasion be sought for @scus- 
sion of terms and that no other step 
is called for, unless there is a secon4 
and more specific request. 


Reported Pope Won't Do Anything 
Appearing to Favor Central Powers. 

PARIS, Jan 13.—‘It is confirmed that 
-pe Benedict has firmly decided not to 
participate now in any action tending 
t-ward peace that might appear to favor 
the central Powers rather than any 
other nation,’’ says a dispatch from 
Rome to the Temps. 

“It is pointed out that there fs a great 
difference tetween religious manifesta- 
tions and prayers for peace and the 
purely diplomatic action of the United 
States, Switzerland and other neutrals.”

Woman Who Argued Bopp Case 
Studied. and Analyzed 2600 
Pages of Testimony. 


HAD MANY = OBSTACLES 


Appointment: Opposed in Wash- 
ington, but She Showed Every- 
one That She “Knew Law.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—Annette 


Abbott Adams—officially she prefers to 
dispense with the prefix ‘‘Mrs.’’—is now 
the center of international interest as @ 
result of her work as Assistant United 
States District Attorney for the northera 
district of California. For a year or 
more she has been the “right-hand 
man” of District Attorney John W. 
Preston in handling the bomb conspir- 
acy case against the German Consul 
General, Franz Bopp, and other defend- 
ants. 

When the opening argument for the 
Government was put in her hands, @ 
precedent was established, It was the 
first time on record in American juris- 
prudence that such an important phase 
of a casé of such proportions had been 
entrusted to a woman. 

Five years ago Mrs. Adams was prin- 
cipal of a high schoo! in Alturas, Modoc 
County—one of the most isolated re- 
gions of all the Calffornia outlands. 
Today her ealary, originally less, is the 
same as those of male assistants to the 
lederal prosecutor. 

Mra. Adams was born’ in Plumas 
County, which even today is' readily 
recognizable as part of the Bret Harte 
country. She worked her way through 
normal schoo! and in 1905 she went to 
the Alturas High School as teacher. 
Two years tater she was made principal. 
In 1912 she passed the bar examinations. 

She Opens Law Office. 

She opened her first law office in 
Quincy, a mountain town, but In a short 
time moved to San Francisco. With the 
appointment of Preston to the district 
attorneyship, her designation as one of 
hi: assistants was reported likely. 
There was opposition, however, at 
Washington. Eventually, tn 1914. Pres- 
ton carried the day and Mrs. Acams 
was named. 

“Law is a woman's work as well as a 
man’s, but either man or woman must 
be adapted to it,” Mrs. Adams sald. 
“Also, law is haif common sense an‘! 
practical busin ss experience, and the 
cther half. hook knowledge.”’ 

‘‘Justice McReynolés was Attorney- 
General when Mr. Preston suggested my 
appointment,” she continued. ‘‘He is a 
Southerner and a bachelor, and he told 
Mr. Preston he didn’t bélieve that a 
woman should occupy such a public po- 
sition. So he approved only three of 
Mr. Preston’s four nominations. 

‘Later Mr. Preston obtained confirma- 
tion of my appointment from Attorney- 
General Gregory, Mr. McReynolds’ suc- 
cessor. [ was given a man’s job and a 
woman’s salary, $1800. 

“TIT worked determinedly for a year. 
Then Mr. Gregory wrote to me that my 
salary would be made the same as that 
of the men assistants, on recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Preston. 

“There were troubles enough at first, 
but most of them have blown away. 
Not long after I took up my work two 
youthful attorneys appeared tn a Mann 
act case I was prosecuting. One, ~ery 
callow, asked the prospective jurors 
this question: ‘Will it prejudice my 
client’s case, the prosecutor being a 
woman, if I am obliged to ask some 
nasty questions?’ 

“[ determined to put an end to such 
instances at once. I paused dramatical- 
ly in questioning the next juror, and 
then asked: ‘Will it prejudice the Gov- 
ernment’s case, considering the great 
youth of counsel on the other side, If 
I have to ask some nasty questions?’ 

“Even the opposing attorney joined in 
the laugh. And I haven't been bothered 
since with references to my sex. 

Studies Every Case ‘Thoroughly. 

“More annoying than things like that, 
however, was the belief that because I 
was a woman my knowledge of law 
must be superficial. So I have made it 
a rule to have a thorough grasp of 
every case, even the most trivial, be- 
fore going to court. 

“There is no reason why a woman 
should not make a good prosecutor. 
Not every woman would, but neither 
would every man. There is nothing to 
the idea that one must stifle sympa- 
thies. We are prosecutors, not perse- 
cutors.”’ 

In the bomb plot trial she studied and 
analyzed 2600 pages of testimony in 
preparation for her argument. District 
Attorney Preston said much credit was 
due to her for the convictions obtained 
in the case this week. The day after 
the verdict was returned Mrs. Adams 
remarked that not one of the telegrams 
of congratulation she received came 
from an equal suffrage organization, 
and declared it was due te politics, as 
she is a Democrat.

ASHORE IN SUR 


Boats-and Breeches Buoy Rescue 
Milwaukee’s Crew Off Cali- 
fornia Coast. 


VESSEL A PROBABLE LOSS 


Tide Drags In Warship When 
She Is Trying to Float 
Stranded Submarine. 


EUREKA, Cal., Jan. 18.—The last mem- 
ber of the crew of the United States 
cruiser Milwaukee, which went ashore 
near here early today, was landed on the 
beach shortly after 8 o'clock tonight. 
Not a life was lost and only one man 
was hurt in the difficult work of res- 
cuing the 18 officers and 421 men aboard 
the stranded vessel. ° 

Navy officers here expressed the be- 
Hef tonight that the cruiser would 
be a total loss. The Milwaukee, 
which draws 22.6 feet, had been thrown 
by the breakers into water that was 
only i- feet deep at low tide and the 
cruiser was keeled over at an angle cf 
twenty degrees. Her double bottom was 
filled with water and her engine room 
flooded. It. was generally believed that 
the hull had been plerced. 

When the Milwaukee was caught by 
the current and carried into the break- 
ers she was pulling on a cable attached 
to the stranded submarine H-3, which 
went ashore Dec. 14 about half a mile 
from where the Milwaukee now lies. 
The monitor Cheyenne and the navy tug 
Iroquois, farther off shore, both had 
lines to the Milwaukee and were en- 
deavoring to hold the cruiser from the 
clutches of the surf. 

The tidal current and the weight of 
the heavy steel hawser that was fast to 
the submarine proved stronger than the 
combined power of the three vessels and 
all were being dragged shoreward when 
the hawser leading tg the Cheyenne 
snapped and left the little Iroquois to 
battle alone with the tide that was 
sweeping the Milwaukee into the break- 
ers. Boatswain Frank Bruce, comman- 
der of the Iroquois, held on as long as 
he dared, and then saved his vessel from 
the Milwaukee’s fate by cutting the 
hawser. 

Lieut. William 8. Morton, in command 
of the Milwaukee, tried to follow Bruce's 
example and get rid of the steel haw- 
ser fast to tlie H-3, but it was too late. 
The hawser was half a mile long and 
weighed 24 tons. 

Line Shot toe Cruiser. 

Before the order to let it go could be 
carried out, the Milwaukee had been 
gripped by the first line of breakers and 
was being forced aground, 

For nearly 10 hours the crew waited 
on the lee side for help from shore. 
When the sun broke through the fog 
that had enveloped the vessel since 
dawn, it was seen that all on board were 
wearing life preservers. 

Lying as she did at an angle of nearly 
20 degrees, it was impossible to launch 
any of the crulser’s own boats, but soon 
life savers of the coast guard service 
reached the scene. 

Later a surf boat from the Humboldt 
Bay station was hauled across the sands 
to the beach near the Milwaukee. 

The coast guardsmen shot a line from 
the shore t~ the stranded cruiser and a 
cable was stretched and a breeches buoy 
rigged. Coxswain T. S, Decker was the 
first man to be trolleyed «shore. As 
the Milwaukee rolled Decker was ,im- 
merce! in the breakers and then as the 
cable tightened he was snapped ©: feet 
into the air. He landed safely, however. 

Lieut. Harvey S. Haislip came next. 
Speaking for Lieut. Newton, commander 
of “e Milwaukee, he sald: 

“Everyone on board is safe and well, 
but we want haste in . ctting the men 
ashore.” 

The first surf boat was launched at 
2°: o'clock. It was manned by men 
from the Cheyenne and the Iroquois 
which in the meanwhile had come into 
the bay. Six of the Milwaukee's men 
were brought ashore safely. The second 
boat brought back five. By this time 
two men at a time were coming ashore 
in the breeches buoy and by dusk ner- 
ly 200 men were on the beach. 

Only One Man Injured. 

Only one man suffered injury so far 
as known. This was G. B. Roth, the 
seaman whose sgoulder was fractured 
Wednesday when the Milwaukee's surf 
boat capsized. His shoulder was broken 
again as he was being brought ashore 
today. 

Lieutenants Milton S. Davis and Eric 
I’. Lemke were planning to make a 
preliminary survey of the wreck tomor- 
row. The Milwaukee, they said, re- 
cently left the dry dock, where she re- 
ceived extensive repairs. According to 
navy officers here her stranding, as it 
now appears, will mean a loss of ap- 
proximately $7,000,000.

Semi-Official Organ Declares It 
Will Weld Central Powers 
in Determination, 
NOTE 


LATEST GERMAN

Reventlow Assails Bethmann- 
Hollweg’s Declaration German 
Aims Have Been Achieved. 


BERLIN, via London, Jan. 13.~The 
evening edition of yesterday's Lokal 
Anzeiger treated the Entente note i. 
reply to President Wilson purely from 
the standpoint of its attitude toward the 
regrouping of Europe in accordance with 


nationalities, characterizing such dé 
signs as “nothing more or less than 
criminal dementia;” in that the vision 
raised before the eyes of the peoples is 
calculated, it says, merely to make them 
dissatisfied with their lot and make 
them rebellious. 

The newspaper points out the imponst 
bility of freeing Czechs and Slavs with- 
cut simultaneously subjugating thou- 
sands of Germans on.account of the uni- 
versal intermixture of races over Eu- 
repe. It continues: 

“The nationality principle, selzed upon 
by the Entente as a means of warfare, 
is nothing else than rough and not even 
Clever concealment of the meanest and 
brutal lust of conquest and expansion 
which alone brought the Entente Pow- 
ers together and drove them Into the 
murderous war. The real reascens which 
irmpelled them are less concealed in the 
answer to President Wilson than ever 
before. For this reason alone we may 
regard the note, despite its boastful 
tone, as one of the greatest services 
Which the Entente has rendered our 
cause thus far.”’ 


Arrogant and Insolent. 


The morning edition of-the Lokal An- 
zeiger called the entente note arrogant 
and insolent, filled with hypocrisy and 
prevarication, and says that “in every 
German man, in every German woman, 
in whose heart there remains a trace of 
honor and dignity, the last remaining 
desire for peace will be destroyed by a 
glance at this eternal, ignoble document, 
because it fs impossible that a German 
Should long for peace which looks like 
this.’’ 

This newspaper belleves that every- 
where in Central Europe, where the 
people perhaps had grown weary of 
war, the note will change any possible 
weakness into determination to obtain 
victory. It then summarizes the sig- 
nificance of the entente’s aims regard- 
ing the central Powers—loss of prov- 
inces for Germany, complete destruc- 
tion of the Austrian monarchy, loss of 
Constantinople and Asia Minor for 
Turkey and deliverance of Bulgaria to 
revengeful neighbors, and concludes that 
the note will weld all together a thou- 
sandfold stronger than the © “London 
peace” binds the entente.

In the Tages Zeitung Count von Re- 
ventlow contents himself for the most 
part with a summary of the German 
note to neutrals, but quarrels with cer- 
tain features of it, particularly its 
declaration that German aims havé been 
achieved. Ho declares Germany has 
merely fought herself to the point where 
if could accomplish its aims. The men- 
tion of Belgium in the note contains a 
renewal of his contention that Belgium 
must be annexed. 

The Taegliche Rundschau, likewise 
devoting its attention mainly to the 
German note, says that this note ‘“‘for- 
tunately indicates in several places «a 
rapprochement between official concep- 
tions and the attitude for which we have 
been fighting." In support of -this it 
cites the note’s defense of the German 
invasion of Belgium. In concluding the 
editorial says of the entente note: 

“There are hardly words with which 
to brand the shamelessness of a docu- 
ment that mocks all facts, all recog- 
nized knowledge, all convictions of con- 
science, all proved allegations which 
will stand out In history as long as 
memory lasts.” 


The Vossische Zeitung says of the 
German note: 

“Without rhetoric, without quibbles, 
without sutterfuges, facts are here 
accumulated overwhelmingly, and re- 
sponsibility for the continuing ofthe 
murdering {s laid upon those who 
rudely rejected the opportunity for 
peace offered by the central Powers 
when at the zenith of their military 
prowess.” 

Germany*s Cause Supported. 

The Boersen Zeitung says the Ger- 
man note is unexcelled tn point of 
clearness and as a document. sup- 
porting the justice of Germany’s 
cause. It enitomizes the war aims of 
the central Powers as set forth In the 
note as ‘existence, honor and free- 
dom for development.” This news- 
paper regards the note as further 
emphasizing Chancellor von . Beth- 
mann-Hollweg’s words of Dec. 12, 
that Gérmany was always ready to 
fight for existence and always ready 
to stretch out her hands for peace.” 

The Vorwaerts sees {th the German 
note an “express and emphatic ad- 
herence to the will to make peace, 
which can only be delayed by the 
will of our adversaries, but cannot 
be diverted from the ultimate goal.”

GIVES HIM WHISKY 


Inquest Ordered to Determine 
Whether Overdose of Liquor 
Caused Death. 


Following the death yesterday morn- 

ing of, Melvin Jones, 3 years old, step- 
son of Herman Hofstetter, a laborer of 
1915 St. Louis avenue, East St. Louis, the 
physician in attendance refused to sign 
a death certificate and made a state- 
ment to the police that the child ap- 
peared to have been suffering from an 
overdose of whisky. The stepfather 
was arrested pending an inquest, which 
will be held teis morning. 
The police say that Hofstetter admit- 
ted he gave the child about a tablespoon- 
ful of whiskey in a tin cup Thursday 
night for a slight cold. 

Dr. J. J. Foulon of East St. Louts 
was Called to the home Friday morning 
by the child’s mother, Mrs. Frieda Hof- 
stetter. In his statement to the police 
the physician said he found the child in 
a comatose condition, with the pupils 
of the eyes greatly dilated and the neck 
muscles rigid. Discussing this condi- 
tion he said meningitjs might have 
caused rigidity of the neck muscles, but 
would have caused the muscles of the 
legs to be rigid also, while in this 
case the child’s legs were limp. This 
and other symptoms, the physician de- 
clared, led him to believe too much 
whisky was responsible for the child’s 
condition. 

Another call came from the Hofstetter 
home Friday about 7 p. m., Dr. Foulon 
said, and he sent his son, Dr. I. L. Fou- 
lon, who found the child dying. 


The mother last night told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the child liked whis- 
ky and that her husband often gave it 
to him. Thursday night, she said, she 
went to market about 5:30 p. m., leaving 
the boy playing on the floor. When she 
returned her husband said he had given 
the baby a tablespoonful of whisky in 
a cup. She said her husband later gave 
the child another tablespoonful of whis- 
ky. The liquor was out of a half-pint 
bottle which her husband had won on a 
saloon punch board, she said, and was 
given undiluted. 


She declared that tuberculosis and not 
whisky, had caused her son’s death, and 
that the talk of neighbors was responsi- 
ble for her husband’s arrest. Dr. Fou- 
lon denied that tuberculosis caused 
death and said it never caused death so 
quickly. He said, however, that the boy 
was naturally weak and anemic. 

Mrs. Hofstetter has another son, Irv- 
ing, 6 years old. She declared both boys 
were well treated by their stepfather, 
but admitted that he gave both of them 
whisky to drink.

BOY, 3 DIES AFTER KERE 


ESTATE $2,076,363 
OVER TAX RETURN 


Paid on $12,900 in 1915—In- 
ventory Shows Personalty of 
$2,089,263 at Time of Death. 


Comparison yesterday of the taxable 
personal property listed in the inventory 
of the estate of Richard C. Kerens, for- 
mer Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
with the last personal tax return which 
he made in St. Louls, shows that at 
the time of his death he possessed $2,- 
089,263 personal property, and that in 
1915 he gave the value of his taxable 
personal property at $12,900, 

Kerens last year failed to make a 
return owing to the illness which caused 
his death Sept. 7. But as a notice had 
been served on him before his death, 
the Assessor was empowered to esti- 
mate the value of his personal property 
and to double the assessment as a pen- 
alty for failure to make a return. The 
estimate was $50,000, and by doubling it 
became $100,000, on which the tax is 
roan The tax on his 1915 return was 

The inventory of the Kerens estate, 
filed in the Probate Court Friday after- 
noon, showed the personal property to 
| agsregate $6,565,703, on the basis of a par 
value estimate for the securities which 
formed a large part of the estate. Large 
holdings of real estate were also shown. 

Items of the personality, as shown in 
the inventory, were notes, $33,323; stocks, 
$2,714,369; bonds, $1,986,625: a judgment, 
$24,684.38; miscellaneous, $550,000; cash, 
$187,116.64 and chattels, $19,815. 

The notes would be taxable provided 
their signers were solvent. The bonds, 
cash and chattels are also taxable. The 
Kerens cash is mostly in a New York 
bank, hence not taxable here. 

The inventory places a value of $16,315 
on the furnishings in the Kerens resi- 
dence at 36 Vandeventer place. 

The assessment of the personal prop- 
erty in the estate next year will be made 
upon the basis of the Probate Court rec- 
ords, which will be a considerable in- 
creage Over his 1915 return, and the arbi- 
trary assessment this year. The tax rate 
is $2.35 on the $100 valuation.

Mrs. Cornwallis-West contrived to get 
herself talked about. Growing up with 
all the charms and characteristics of 
her mother, the bewitching Lady Olivia 
Fitz Patrick, she was married at 17 to 
Col. William Cornwallis-West, a very 
wealthy English landowner. Her very 
earliest exploit as a bride was to to- 
boggan downstairs on a tea tray into 
the dining hall where the guests of her 
first dinner party were waiting. This 
escapade gave her notoriety as the most 
daringly unconventional beauty in so0- 
clety. 

One of the next things the/ staid 
matrons of high circles had to gossip 
about was Prince Edward’s infatuation 
for the blooming Mrs. Cornwallis- West.

Second Daughter Sheila. 
The years elapsed, and presently Mrs.

Then came 
a second daughter, Sheila, whom her 
mother’s sarcastic tongue nearly talked 
out of a match with the present Duke 
of Westminster. 

His grandfather, the previous Duke, 
was a man of many odd idiosyncrasies, 
which proved too tempting to resist for 
a tongue as sparkling as Mrs. Corn- 
wallis-West’s. He became the butt of 
her wit, and as her quips usually went 
quickly to his ears, the result was a 
deadly feud between himself and the 
Cornwallis-Wests. The Duke's animos- 
ity was so bitter that he once snubbed 
his future sovereign, Prince Edward, 
because the latter was at the time sup- 
posed to be in Mrs. Cornwallis-West’s 


tolls. 
What was the Duke’s rage, years 
later, to discover that a match was 


brewing between his grandson and heir, 
then Lord Belgrave, and Sheila Corn- 
wallis-West, daughter of his best hated 
enemy! 

Lord Belgrave was hustied off to the 
Boer War, and Miss Sheila, who in- 
herited her mother’s peppery spirit, 
promptly announced her engagement to 
Capt. Gordon Wood of the Shropshire 
Yeomanry. But before the war was 
over Capt. wood was killed and the old 
Duke of Westminster died. Mrs. Corn- 
wallis-West, having been thus aided by 
destiny, lost no time in bringing her 
daughter and the new Duke together. 
They were married, but had a stormy 
life together and = finally separated. 
Both charged infidelities, and the 
Duchess is now eking out an existence 
on alimony of $100,000 a year. 

Mrs.. Cornwallis-West did not deny 
that she had a most unpalatable pill 
to swallow when her 26-year-old son, 
George Cornwallis-West, married 
lady Randolph Churchill, who at the 
time was 68 years of age. She was 
the mother of his chum, Winston 
Churchill, formerly Firet Lord of the

‘ADMINISTRATION CODE: 


Would Consofidate 100 or More 
State Boards Into Nine 
Departments. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Jan. 13.—An out- 
line of the “administration code,” a 
new consolidation bill by which ft is 
proposed to combine. the 100 or more 
State board and commissions into nine 
departments, was made public today “by 
Gov .Lowden. The departments would 
be Finance, Agriculture, Labor, ‘Mines 
and Minerals, Public Works, Charities 
and Corrections, Health, Terporace Con- 
trol and Education. 

The Department of Finance would es- 
tablish a uniform system of bookkeeping 
and examine accounts of offices and 
institutions. It would abolish the Court 
of Claims and the Proposed Director of 
Finance, the State Auditor and the State 
Treasurer would act.in its place in the 
consideration of contested claims against 
the State. It would include the present 
Department of Printing. 

In the Department of Agriculture 
would be consolidated the boards, bu- 
reaus and commissions having to do 
with the livestock industry, farming anda 
allied agencies, the game and fish.com- 
mission and the present State Board of 
Agriculture, which now manages the 
State Fair. It would have the power to 
investigate the adaptability of the cli- 
mate and soil to various crops and seek 
to encourage the interests of the indus- 
tries. ' 
Big Labor Department. 

The bill proposes to consolidate in the 
Department of Labor the present labor 
commissions, the free employment agen- 
cies, the State factory inspection serv- 
ice, the industrial board and the State 
Board of Arbitration. The department 
would investigate labor conditions and 
promote the welfare of wage earners, 
according to Gov. Lowden. 

The Department of Mines and Miner- 
als would include the State Mining 
Board, the State mine inspectors, the 
Miners’ Examining Commission and the 
mine fire fighting and rescue station and 
commission. It would inquire into mine 
«ecidents, supervise the equipment of 
mines and study the economic conditions 
and the technical efficiency. of. persons 
in and about mines. , 

The Department of Public . Works 
would include the present Highway 
Commission, the three Canal and Wa- 
terway Commissions, the Illinois Park 
Commission, the State Architect, the 
Supervising Engineer, and the State Ex- 
aminers of Architects. and Structural

All charitable, penal and correctional 
institutions would be included in the 
Department ef Charities and. Correo- 
tions. The bill would abolish the Board 
of Administration, but retain the Chari- 
ties Commission as an afvisory body.

Hach pris- 
on and reformatory would have a parole 
board consisting of its warden, the su- 
perintendent of prisons and the crim- 
inologist. 
The proposed department of health . 
would include the present boards of 
health, pharmacy, dental, nurse and 
barber examiners, optometry, the food 
commissioner and the food standard 
commission. The bill does not propose 
to change the powers of these depart- 
ment, but only to concentrate them. 
Corporate Control Department 
The powers of the present Public Util- 
ities Commission would be vested in the 
Department of Corporate Control, 
leaving the present commission how- 
ever, in charges of public utilities. The 
department would algo exercise the du- 
ties of the insurance superintendent and 
would include the grain inspection and 
fire marshal’s office. 
The five normal schools would be 
placed under the Department of Educa- 
tion. The director would have the 
vice of a board of eight normal sc aa 
advisers. The bill proposes to include 
in this department the geological sur- 
vey, the State water survey, the State 
entomologist, the legislative. reference 
bureau and the State historical Mbrary. 
As the State Civil Service Commis- 
ion would have to do with employes tn 
all branches, it would be left an inde- 
pendent agency like the United States 
Civil Service Commission.

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NO BIG GROCERY TRADE 
WITHOUT MOTOR TRUCKS 


Three St. Louls Retailers Find That 
‘Eeoonomy ané Quick Service 
Verce Out the Horse. 

Wherever there are goods: to be de- 
livered, trucks can be used to advant- 
age. There is no better example of this 
than in the retail grocery business. In 
St. Louts'there are scores of grocers 
both small and large, who are success- 
fully using trucks every day. 

Through the ground-covering ability 
of their machines they are constantly 
enlarging the radius of their business 
and few of them, once they have tested 
the efficiency of this modern method of 
delivery, would return to the horse and 
wagon. 

Whether it is a store whose delivery 
encompasses the entire city or merely & 
portion of it, the story of prompt deliv- 
ery, increased efficiency and saving in 
time and energy is the same. 

One of the largest users of motor de- 
livery in the grocery business is the 
Kroger Grocery and Baking Co., in 
handling the delivery of their 90 stores. 
Sixteen trucks ranging in size from one- 
ton to 7%-tons are constantly in use. 
The reliability of the trucks is best 
shown by the fact that the first truck 
put in service three and a half years 
ago, is still on duty every day. 

Speaking of their delivery problem, 
J. C. Phelan of the Kroger company ex- 
plained that it would be a physical im- 
possibility to handle the business of 
their 90 stores without the aid of trucks 
for were they able to put dn enough 
horses to handle the work it would be 
impossible to load them and make the 
deliveries. 

“The efficiency of a truck,’”’ said Mr. 
Phelan, ‘“‘depends largely on choosing 
the size and kind of a truck best suit- 
ed for the work that machine is to do 
and then being sure that the man at the 
wheel is competent.’’ 

No less efficient in their work are the 
four trucks operated by the Remley 
Market, at Sixth street and Franklin 
avenue, according to J. B. Remley. 
Their experience with motor delivery 
covers three years and they have found 
that each truck has taken the place of 
three wagons, giving better service than 
before, reducing the complaints and 
making better satisfied customers. 

As to the expense of delivery by 
trucks as compared to horses, Remley 
has found that the truck costs but very 
little more, especially at the present 
time, when the cost of feed is at so 
high a mark. There are scores of small 
expenses in connection with horses that 
are often overlooked. 

When asked if he would retin. to a 
horse delivery system, Reniley emphat- 
ically said that his firm could not, even 
if it desired, because the delivery rec- 
grd which the trucks had established 
could not be reached with horses and. 
still satisfy their customers. 

The broadening effect that the motor 
truck has upon radius over which a 
firm can do business is shown by the ex- 
perience of the Maryland Market, at 
Maryland and Euclid avenues. J. B. 
Crawford, the manager, said that in the 
five years they had used motor deliv- 
ery, their business radius had been ex- 
tended from 10 blocks to three miles, 
as they now cover the entire West End. 
going almost to Clayton. 

In their delivery, two trucks are con- 
stantly in operation, and while they do 
not now endeavor to cover the whole 
city, it would be impossible to retain 
their present trade without their pres- 
ent delivery system. With this store it 
is not a question of economy, as much 
as one of service to their customers. 

These same experiences, varying only 
with the work required, could be dupli- 
cated dozens of times by the many other 
grocers and retailers in every section 
of the city. Probably one of the strong- 
est arguments in favor of the motor 
truck in any delivery system is the 
fact that of the hundreds of firms that 


have tested motor delivery, few indeed 


have not retained it. 


MOTOR CAR EVOLUTION 


The best is yet to come in the 
modeling of the motor car. Though 
it would seem that perfection had 
been. reached in designing and that 
there are no more worlds to conquer 
in that direction, one of the most ex- 
pert of automobile builders, Stewart 
McDonald, executive of the Moon 
Motor Car Co., declared the other 
day that the automtbile still is in 
a course of evolution. 

He pointed out that it {s a long 
way from the pioneer models patent- 
ed after the horse drawn carriage. 
“There have been,” he sald, “freak 
models and freak tendencies, but in 
the main the course of automobile 
designing has been one of steady evo- | 
lution along two or three broadly 
significant lines.” 

Three chief considerations were 


mentioned by McDonald as having | 
dictated these lines. Accommodation | 
to the mechanical peculiarities of the | 
vehicle itself possibly is the most {m- | 
portant. Greater speed of the motor 
car over the horse vehicle has cause: 
designers to seek the lines of least 
resistance to the atmosphere. This 
is carried to an extreme in the rac- 
ing cars. Then comes the demand 
for beauty in the car as an impor- 
tant factor. The popular craving for 
the esthetic can be disregarded no 
longer by the manufacturer. Newer 
designs show an increasing recogni- | 


tion of this fact. McDonald invites | 
inspection of Moon cars to clinch tlie | 
argument.

When Servia became involved in the 
war, speculation arose as to the fate 
of the Cadillac cars which that country 
pressed into service at the beginning of 
hostilities. Now their fate is known. 
They were destroyed to prevent their 
falling into possession of the hostile 
armies. 

A writer in a leading magazine regrets 
that, since the thing had to be done, 
there were no American small boys pres- 
ent to witness the spectacle. For it was 
a spectacular destruction. 

The method, this man relates, was to 
open up the cars on the road, with a 
right angle turn and a sheer drop of 400 
feet to a little stream. 

“It was a great game,” he says. “A 
long, gray Cadillac took the brink like 
a trained hunter, leaping far out over 
the edge. As the wheels were suddenly 
released from the friction of the road, 
the car roared and trembled like a live 
animal during the instant that it hung 
upright, held by its own momentum.

INNER TUBE CARE 


SAVES MONEY AND WEAR' 


ARMY FIELD OFFICE 
MOUNTED ON TRUCK 


In these days, when the manufacture | A portable office that can be swiftly 


of automobile tires has been elevated to 
an almost exact science, the proper 
function of the inner tube ts frequently 


lost sight of. Commenting upon this 
fact, Howard H. Swenson, branch man- 
ager of the Fisk Rubber Co., in St. 
Louis, says: 

“Tt is really the air contained in the 
inner tube and not: the casings that 
supports the weight of the car. Con- 
sequently, there is a great deal de- 
manded of the tube. It should be elas- 
tic, resilient and light in weight, yet 
possessing toughness and durability far 
beyond, that demanded of rubber used 
for any other purpose. 

“An inner tube showld be made al- 
most wholly of pure rubber. Com- 
pounds while useful in seme rubber 
products for hardening, cannot be used 
in tubes without materially affecting 
their quality. 

“Motorists can affect a material sav- 

ing in their tire bills by giving more 
study to the selection and care of their 
tubes. Whenever a tire is removed from 
the rim for any case whatsoever, it 
would be well to take a small amount 
of talecim upon a ‘cloth and rub: it 
thoroughly into the inside of the casing. 
Talc in a tire serves the same purpose 
as oil in the bearings of your car; it 
iz a lubricant which reduces heat and 
friction and thereby prolongs the life 
of both casing and tube. 
“One should be careful to remove sand 
and other particles from the casing 
when inserting a tube; also straighten 
out the wrinkles before inflating, and 
thereby many a pinched tube will be 
saved from the scrap heap. These few 
pointers on care of tubes are well worth 
the consideration of the motorist and if 
practiced will surely constitute a mate- 
rial saving in both time and money.” 


AKRON MAKES 70 PER 
CENT OF AUTO TIRES 


No other city in the world holds the 
unique position that is held by Akron, 
O., that of manufacturing more than 
twice as much of a single product as 
all the rest of the world together. 
There are scores of cities that are pre- 
eminent in a single line, but according 
to William F.. Pfeiffer, general manager

This process retains all 
the essential wax and oils in the cotton 
fabric and insures that the life and 
vitality are not cooked out:of the rub- 
oer.”’

A new six-cylinder car of many re- 
finements has just been announced by 
the Willys-Overland Co.—the Model 
88-Six, to be kown to the automobile 
world as the “Willys Six.”

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FATS. HOW FARM LOAN BANKING | 
MACHINERY OPERATES 


Federal Expert Tells How Money ‘is Assembled and 
Disbursed to Associations of Farmers 
for Agricultural Uses. 


By FRANK R. WILSON e 
Federal Farm Loan Duress Washing- 
ton, .D. 

The Federal farm “el act, adopted 
in June, 1916, and signed by President 
‘Woodrow Wilson shortly after, creates 
& comprehensive, co-operative bankine 
system to lend money to farmers and 
prospective farmers for purposes of 
land purchase, farm development, and 
the refunding of indebtedness. 

The system consists of two main di- 
visions; a money-assembling agency, 
through which the accumulations and 
savings of the country are gathered in, 
and @ money-lending agency, through 
which this money is distributed for ag- 
ricultural uses. 

The farm loan act, in brief, pools the 
farm mortgages of the nation: issues 
a collateral trust security against these 
pooled mortgages, and sells these secur- 
ities in the open market. 

The establishment of this co-operative 
banking system was made necessary by 
reason of the fact that bariks in most 
parts of the United States have not pos. 
sessed the facilities to properly take 
care of farm loans because these loans 
required too long a time to run; because 
interest rates to farmers have been tov 
high, ranging from 5 per. cent per an- 
num to 5 per cent per month; and be- 
cause private money-lending agencies 
had not realized the reflex advantages 
to themselves of a long time, amortized 
loan to the farmers. 

Hew Machinery Works. 

The machinery provided in the appli- 
cation of the farm lean act has threo 
main divisions: 

1. The Federal Farm Loan Beard in

The Federal Farm Loan Beard is in 
charge of the entire system. Its first 
important duty was to divide the coun- 
try into 12 bank districts and locate one 
Federal land bank !n each. This board 
also provides the banks with temporary 
governing boards during the process of 
growth. Later a system of co-operative 
self-government will be inaugurated un- 
der which the associations of farmers 
will direct these big financial institutions 
under the supervision of the Federal 
Farm Loan Board. 

Each of the 12 Federal land banks 
starts business with a paid-up capital 
of $750,000, subscribed by the Govern-. 
ment, if private investors do not sub- 
scribe {t within 380 days after the books 
are opened. These banks have the right 
to lend to national farm loan assocla- 
tions up to 2% times the capital steck ne

Federal Expert to 
Tell How Farm Loan 
Act Will Operate 


HROUGH a special arrange- 
ment with Frank R. Wil- 
son of the Federal Farm Loan 
Bureau, Washington, D. C., the 
Post-Dispatch will publish @& 
series of six articles explain- 
ing the important features of 
the Farm Loan act.

the banks. The lending capacity of these 
banks is automatically increased by re- 
quiring the farm loan associations to 
reinvest in the capital stock of the banks 
one-twentieth of the amount their mem- 
bers berrow. Thus the capital stock of 
the banks increases in the same ratio 
as their loans. The banks acquire ad- 
ditional money for iending by selling 
their own bonds to investors. 
Bonds Issued for Public. 

When a bank lends money and takes 
first mortgages on farms in exchange, 
it issues bonds against these mortgages 
and sells the bonds to produce more 
money to lend. 

The bonds issued by one bank are se- 
cured by the assets of all the banks op- 
erating under this system, and the rate 
of interest on the bonds is adjusted 
by supply and demand. The rate of in- 
terest charged to members of farm ioan 
associations for money which they bor- 
row from the banks cannot exceed by 
more than 1 per cent the rate of interest 
paid on the bonds. This margin is pro- 
vided to pay the cost of operating the 
banks. So, if the bonds sell at 4 per 
cent and the cost of operating is 1 per 
cent, the interest rate to the farmer- 
borrowers will be 6 per cent. If the cost 
is held down to one-half of 1 per cent, 
the interest rate to the farmers would 
be 4% per cent. 

So, briefly, the members of the asso- 
clations of farmers borrow from the 
banks; the banks issue bonds against 
the farm mortgages and borrow money 
from investors; the farmers invest an 


amount, they borrow, in order to pro- 
vide an increasing capital for the banks, 
and the whole process is done under

SUFFRAGE PICKET 


OF PARLIAMENT IN 
HOLLAND REMOVED 


Women Accept Constitutional 
Revision Under Which They 
Gain Minor Privileges. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Dec. 10.— 
The suffragist picket, with its score of 
motto-bearing and yellow-beribboned 
women has vanished from the entrance 
to the Dutch Parliament. For  iong 
weeks they had stuck to their posts, 
rain or shine. Holland is apt to be met 
at all times, mostly so in the fall, but 
the women kept their vigil standing, 
drawn up in line, on deal planks laid 
on the edge of.the arcaded sidewalk. 
They came from different parts of the 
country to take their turn on sentry 
duty, sometimes traveling long distances 
for the purposes. The guard had be- 
come a familiar sight to The Hague 
public, and more particularly to Minis- 
ters and parliamentary deputies. 

Inside the building their president, Dr. 
Aletta Jacobs, accompgnied by one of 
her followers, had kept faithful watch 
occupying a box placed at her disposal 
by the chairman of the Chamber him- 
self. Each morning she drove up to the 
chamber in her automobile, alighted 
and turned to inspect the company of 
the saluting guard. One day™bhe peti- 
tioned the astonished chairman of the 
Chamber to be appointed Government 
commissary, charged to agsist the Prime 
Minister in dealing with the suffrage 
article of the constitution during the 
deliberation of the Chamber. 

When the suffragists withdrew they 
fired a last shot at Parliament, in the 
shape of an address protesting, “in tho 
name of thousands and thousands in the 
country,’’ against the fact that the pop- 
ular chamber should have finally passed 
this portion of the revised constitution 
without acknowledging women’s rights. 

‘We feel deeply indignant,"’ declares 


the Women’s Suffrage Association, ‘‘that 


the interests of all women have been 
eacrificed to those of a small percentage 
of men. The stréam of fine words in 
which the importance of women’s suf- 
frage for the state was demonstrated by 
the Prime Minister and by many Dep- 
uties, has turned out to be but empty 
sounds. It has been acknowledged that 
women’s suffrage lies in the spirit of 
our times, that it must and will speedily 
come also in this country, and it is in- 


comprehensible that courage should have 


oeen lacking to grant the vote to wom- 
¢€n in this constitutional revision. This 
Inconsequence of the Second Chamber 
compels women to resume the struggle 
in the country, a struggle which will be 
Larcer and bitterer than ever.’’

Hurter had correspondents in all parts | 
of the world and he wrote and spoke six 
languages—English, German, French, 
Spanish, Portuguese and Latin. Some 
of these correspondents were also col- 
lectors and Hurter exchanged many 
specimens with them. 

In spite of his precautions and know!- 
edge of the habits of reptiles, Hurter 
was sometimes bitten by poisonous rep- 
tiles. To guard against danger from 
such bites he carried a hypodermic nee- 
dle and used a etrychnine injection. He 
was once bitten by a Gila monster and 
the only {ll effect was a swelling of the 
arm that was bitten. 

In his snake hunts Hurter followed 
the dangerous plan of waiting until the 
reptile struck and then jumping aside 
and catching it by the tail. Sometimes 
he was bitten, but the hypodermic nee- 
die and strychnine averted evil effects. 

Hurter bore a striking facial resem- 
blance to John D. Rockefeller. He was 
a member of the Academy of Science 
and the author of “The Herpetology f 
Missouri.” At the St. Louls World’s 
Fair he awarded a gold medal for 
the identification of reptiles.

OPEN TOMORROW 


Texas Hotel Proprietor Accused 
of Killing His Wife and 
Army Officer. 


SAN ANGELO, Tex., Jan. 13.—The trial 
of Harry J. Spanell, charged in two in- 
dictments with the murder of his wife 
and Col. M. C. Butler of the Sixth U. 8. 
Cavalry is set for Monday. The case 
was transferred here by the District 
Judge of Brewster County, in which the 
double tragedy took place. 

Counsel for Spanell, including four of 
the most successful lawyers of this part 
of the State, are here and have begun 
preliminaries of the trial, but have sai.i 
nothing as to the nature of the plea ts 
be entered by thelr client. It has been 
stated that he will be defended on the 
ground of emotional insanity arising 
from' belief that his wifé and Col. Butler 
were friendly to an undue extent. 

It is known that several witnesses will 
be called ‘to testify as to the excellent 
character of. the defendant, some of 
them from Waco, where he married Miss 
Crystal Holland, instructor of music In 
Baylor University. 

The killing of Mrs. Spanell and Col, 
Butler took place at Alpine on the eve- 
ning of July 20 last. Spanell had been 
given charge of the Holland Hotel at 
Alpine by his father-in-law, John R. 
Holland, a ranch owner and capitalist 
of that place, and Col. Butler, who was 
52 years old and married, was making 
the hotel his headquarters while sta- 
tioned there because of border troubles 
with Mexico. 

Spanell and his wife had been riding in 
their auto and stopped in front of the 
hotel, when the husband invited the 
army officer to join them. On Spanell’s 
invitation Butler took a rear seat along- 
side Mrs. Spanell. After driving a few 
hundred yards through the residence 
section of the town Spanell stopped the 
car, drew two pistols, turned toward the 
couple in the rear, first shot and killed 
his guest and then his wife. 

He then went to the jail and surren- 
dered to the Sheriff. Waiving prelimi- 
nary inquiry he was sent to the El Paso 
jail, and from there was transferred to 
this town. 


HUNDREDS OF HERDS OF DEER 
DEVOURING SCOTCH CROPS 


Farmers Demand Game Law Amend- 
ments to Protect Them Against 
Animals, 

GLASGOW, Jan. 4.—Scotland is suf- 
fering from a deer pest. Hundreds of 
berds of deer are devouring crops. 
Farmers and land agents reported these 
conditions at a recent~meeting of the 
Scottish Chamber of Agriculture and 
Cemanded amendments to the game 
laws so that more deer could be shot 

and food supplies increased. 

It seems that 9,000,000 of Scotland’s 
19,000,000 acres are officially described as 
“‘mountain and heath grazing land.” Of 
this more than 2,000,000 acres are deer 
forest proper, and on much of the rest 
deer compete with sheep and cattle ror 
the pasture. A good landlord encloses 
his preserves with a deer fence and 
keeps it in repair. But it was said at 
the Chamber meeting that there are 
many bad landlords.

We have no hesitancy in saying that 
St. Louls would offer a good market 
or “green”: ducks. As a general rile 
the product of any specialized branch 
of poultry raising finds ready sale in 
the larger cities because of the broad 
demand and lack of competition. We 
take it for granted thae you are engaged 
in some other occupation at present. Our 
advice would be to start in a very small 
way, letting your duck plant be a 
side line for at least a year or two, or 
until you become familiar with this busi- 
ness and learn for yourself just what 
you can make out of it. Begin with six 
or eight ducks and a drake. You have 
your market to build up and a lot of 
things to learn by experience, and un- 
der these circumstances, above all 
things, you should not run the risk of 
loss and discouragement by starting 
with a large flock. We would not un- 
dertake to tell you how large a flock of 
ducks you would require to net you any 
given amount. That would be the wild- 
est sort of a guess since so many vari- 
able factors would enter into this busi- 
ness. You have done well to choose the 
Pekins for this purpose. 


Roup. 

I am raising silver spangled Ham- 
burgs and have been using a reliable 
roup remedy and pills without suc- 
cess. Can you suggest something or 
let some of the readers of the poultry 
page suggest a cure? I have moved 
all sick birds to new quarters, disin- 
fected the parts, used kerosene in wa- 
ter, have used sulphur In water, sprayed 
the nostrils with solution of water and 
peroxide, used coal oll, and almost every 
other available remedy. 

What effect has broom corn seed on 
laying hens? My chickens get dome of 
it and the general claim is that it Its 
fattening and prevents egg production. 
Some say it contains all the elements or 
ingredients of wheat.—J. J. ML, St. Loula, 
Mo, 

Roup is one of the most difficult of all 
poultry ailments to combat. The best 
known remedies fail at times. Even aft- 
er birds are apparently well it is found 
sometimes that they have carried the 
contagion for several months. Our best 
recommendation would be to try the 
treatment given by Dr. D. BE Salmon, 
a specialist on poultry disease in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

First, treat the affected mucous mem- 
branes with antiseptio and healing mix- 
tures. Use a good spraying apparatus, 
or if this is not available, a small syr- 
ingé, an ofl can, or even a medicine 
dropper will do. There are several good 
mixtures for this purpose. One ounce 
boric acid to a quart of water is a 
good one. A dram of permanganate of 
potash to a quart of water is another. 
A third is 1% ounces boric acid, 4% ounce 
borate of soda to 1 quart of water. 

The sick birds shoul@ be kept In a 
warm, dry, but well ventilated room, 
free from Grafts. The heads of the 
birds may be plunged into either of the 
above mixtures with good results. Keep 
them there only a second or two or they 
will suffocate. Where inflammation has 
reached the eye, the use of argyroil is 
advisable. One or two drops of a 15 
per cent solution is introduced between 
the eyelids twice daily for several days. 
It is well to wash eyes and mouth with 
warm water containing a teaspoonful of 
salt to the quart before applying these 
remedies. Use a pledget of absorbent 
cotton for this purpose. Meantime, press 
and massage about the nostrils and un- 
der the eyes to loosen the accumulations 
there. Where swellings appear under 
the eyes, these may be carefully lanced 
with a sharp knife and the pus removed. 
Then wash out the cavity with one of 
the above solutions. Any such treat- 
ment should be followed by anointing 
with pure or camphorated vaseline, 

Broom corn seed has no special qual- 
ities that recommend it as a laying 
feed. We would not recommend buying 
it for this purpose but {ff your birds get 
small quantities of it at no cost to you, 
we should not worry about it. Ite chem- 
ical analysis is very much unlike that 
of wheat, being very much lower in 
protein or muscle-making food, as well 
as carbohydrates, the fat-forming ele- 
ments. It has a large per cent of coarse 
fiber and cases have come to our atten- 
tion of birds dying where they have had 
eudden access to large quantities of this 
seed. However, as stated, small quan- 
tities should do no harm, but neither 
will it do much good.

SWISS WATCH EXPORTS OROP 
ONLY SLIGHTLY DUE TO WAR 


PARIS, Jan. 13.—The Swiss watch- 
-making industry has been curtoysly af- 
fected by the war. In 1913 Switzerland 
exported watches to a total value of 
$36,600,000. Two years later, in 1915, this 
total had dropped to $27,200,000. France 
had become one of the Swiss watch- 
makers’ best customers; Germany had 
lost her claim as the biggest buyer, and 
England had taken her place. 

In 1914 Germany’s purchases had 
dropped to $3,480,000; since then she has 
only spent $3,170,000.on Swiss watches.. 
The watches also are of a cheaper kind, 
the explanation being that the Germans 
can now only afford cheap. steel 
watches. 

Great Britain, on the contrary, has 
increased the value of her purchases in 
Swiss watches, etc., from $4,260,000 in 
1+ to $6,600,000 in 1915, or 3,111,000 
watches in 1914 to 6,298,000 in 1915. 

As for France, her purchases in 1914 
were 128,464 watches of a total value of 
$460,000, while in 1915 she purchased 565, - 
403 watches of the value of $1,500,000.

- LT read no took in 1916 that stands out more vividly in my recollection 
than the autobiography of Charles Francis Adams. It reflects sharply the 
frankness with which he took stock of himself as well as of the people with 
whom he was brought in touch. 

In the full years of his long life, Mr. Adams saw his fellow men from 
many angles, and every angle interested him—particularly if he disliked it. 
In @ style direct and simple, with a clearness of opinion which the author 
never lacked, Mr. Adams has told the essential facts of an interesting life 
with a literary restraint unrivaled in an American autobiography since 
Benjamin Franklin's appeered. 


Miss Mary Fisher, teacher of English at McKinley High School, and au- 
thor of “Journal of a Recluse,” and “Kirstie,” works of fiction: 

» I have been re-reading Ferrero’s “Fra i due Mondi” (“Between the Two 
Worlds”), for it is only popular poetry and the best seller that cannot be 
read twice.

I think | was impressed more by George Moore’s “The Brook Kerith” 
than by any other book I read last year. It seemed to me to indicate that 
realism is the logical form for a profound novel to have; and to indicate, 
too, that a gre&t master can supply poetry of a kind, and romance, in a work 
which strives to be natural and truthful. 

Moore was “discovered” for me by W. D. Howells, who wrote in strong 
praise of “Esther Waters” a good many years ago. Long afterward, “The 
Mummer's Wife” was brought to my attention by the late Charles Cava- 
nagh, who will be remembered gratefully by many St. Louis newspaper 
workers as a man with the good habit of appearing at intervals with the 
news that he had found a new author, a new book, a new essay or a new 
poem. Sometimes he brought these gems of hid findings along with him. 

But the earlier masterpieces by Moore were in unrelieved grays and 
drabs; and it was therefore the more gratifying to find in “The Brook 
Kerith” a book which kept largely to the old veritistic methods, but which 
contained so much that was beautiful. I take this to be not only an evi- 
dence of Moore’s development, but aleo of the development of the modern 
novel. It seems to me a great achievement when a novelist can demonstrate 
that truth and beauty are not incompatible, but that rightly considered they 
are one and the same.

The Rev. George Rowland Dodson, minister of the Church of Unity: 

The most instructive and interesting book | read in 1916 was “Man— 
an Adaptive Mechanism,” by George W. Crile. This book should be read 
together with another of the same kind, namely, “Bodily Changes in Pain, 
Hunger, Fear and Rage,” by Prof. W. B. Cannon. 

These scientific researches into the nature and function of emotional ex- 
citement throw a flood of light on the very heart and center of human Iife. 
They do not set forth the whole truth, but the facts and laws they do pre- 
sent are of the greatest practical impé@rtance. The emotions, studied in the 
_~ light of evolution, are seen to be, like reflex actions, pattern-reactions. We 
feel and act as we do, net from superficial reasons often given, but because 
of the nervous mechanisms we have inherited. 

No brief account of these books can give any adequate idea of their in- 
terest and importance. Whoever reads them understandingly will cease to 
talk vaguely about the influence of mind over body, for he will learn some 
at least of the profound physical, chemical and structural changes which 
emotions produce; he will understand that no one can indulge in anger or 
fear with impunity; and he will realize as never before both the importance 
and the possibility of a rational control of his emotional life. 


William Marion Reedy, litterateur, essayist and editor of Reedy’s Mirror: 


The best book I read this year is Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall”—or so 
much of it as I was able to read in snatches. There’s nothing like Gibbon 
to keep you from getting excited over comiemporary events, celebrities or 
catastrophes. They've all been here before Outside of Gibbon, I’d name Ed- 
gar lee.Masters “The Great Valley”"—-a Browning come again without Rob- 
ert’s inveterate optimism—a Whitman with a Nietzsche flavoring—if Mas- 
ters were not my friend.

It is in just this matter of simpitfying the simple, of dusts ideas 
and emotions and their relations to each other that Hearn reveals a marve- 
lous genius. Think of simplifying Blake! Hearn does it; even as he does 
it for Wordsworth or Browning or Rossetti or Swinburne. And he does it 
without mangling the poetry. There is nothing about it of breaking a but-

terfly on the wheel. The workmanship is magical. It reveals new beauties 
in the writers and it reveals new faults. To one “in the writing game” I 
can imagine no book that would afford more delight than this, in which 
Hearn vivisects the most beautiful prose and poetry in the world, showing 
its inwardness as we might to children, without a fault in reverence, with- 
out a descent to absurdity. “Interpretations of Literature” and a later com- 
panion volume, “Appreciations of Poetry,” are unique as criticism. There 
has been no criticism in my time that goes down to the very roots of ian- 
guage and up into airiest realms of imagination as does this of Lafcadio 
Hearn. He deals with literature so a child can understand ft. 


And no matte, how old a hand you may be at reading or writing, Hearn 
makes you see into the soul of creative literature to the extent that he is 
able to make you appreciate it with the heart of a child. He interprets lit- 
erature by life and life by literature—the latter not at all dogmatically— 
and shows beauties where you missed them before, or new phases of beau- 
ties “loved long since, but lost awhile.” About the only time “lovely” has 
ever been used without effect of affected excess as applied to anything 
other than human quality was by Waller about the rose. I'd say that this 
book or let us say these books of Hearn’s are “lovely.” 


Arthur E. Bostswick, Librarian Public Library: 


H. G. Wells’ “Boon: The Mind of the Race, The et Asses of the 
Devil, and The Last Trump, by Reginald Bliss.” 

When Mr. Wells frees his mind, he is always intereéting. This book has 
enabled him to do so on a large number of subjects without incurring any 
disagreeable personal responsibility. In it he purports to be presenting the 
“literary remains” of a mythical English novelist, one George Boon. He 
does not do even this in his own name, so no one can take him to task for 
his caustic comments on men and things; and these are all the more read- 
able. The “remains” include some very clever parodies, among others one 
on Henry James that is quite delicious. 


The accepted standards in politics and literature are handled without 
gloves, and when “Mr. Boon” comes to the subject of America he says a 
number of things that we should like to say about ourselves, but don’t 
dare. As for “The Last Trump,” that deserves separate publication as a 
fine bit of allegorical writing--something so rare in these days as to be 
noteworthy. 


Florence Hayward, author and magazine contributor: 


“Mr. Britling Sees it Through,” by H. G. Wells. One curious and sig- 
nificant change brought about by the war is the altered standing of the 
three English writers best known to Americans. Since we have been study- 
ing thepereat actualities of the present Bernard Shaw’s brilliant contra- 
dictiousness seems not only meretricious but out of date, and the forced 
forcefulness of Kipling—as he now writes—does not appear to hit the mark 
of What We Want to Know. 


Today we are not out after style, except as a by-product; we are on 
the hunt for the basic, the vital, the foundation-stones. We care to under- 
stand what is happening to others today, mentally no less than physically, 
because, for one thing, it may be happening to us tomorrow. Neither Shaw 
nor Kipling, so far as I know, have written anything to help us to this un- 
derstanding; it is H. G. Wells who, in his “Mr. Britling Sees It Through,” 
has given us a masterpiece of clearness and sincerity in a delineation of 
life as it is now being lived by many, and might be lived by many more. 


Without being a pacifist, a religionist or a sentimentalist, but only a 
very average sort of man, Mr. Britling passes through rough places to the 
stars; he comes to the perception, both mental and spiritual, of the spirit 
which is ineradicable in us—the love of man for man; a part of us that is 
deeper than racial antagonism, stronger than national hatreds, and on the 
other hand, higher than even love for one’s own best-loved. His love for 
his own country does no¢ mean hatred of the enemy country; his patriot- 
ism is not tainted by vindictiveness, and his deep personal losses and sor- 
rows bring him neither bitterness nor despair. And afl this is not the 
achievement of a saint or a genius, but of a very average character, like 
you or me. Yet the book is not a preachment. 


Percival Chubb, leader of Ethical Society, St. Lowis, president of Drama 
League of America, educator and author: 


What book of the year impressed me most, I cannot undertake hurried- 
ly to say. The taste that lingers in my mind just now is that of Tagore’s 
“Fruit Gathering.” Why? Because here are spiritual sureness and depth to 
offset our uncertainty and shallowness; the higher spiritual bravery which 
must be upheld against the bluster of brute courage, which is the stock in 
trade of militarism; a rare beauty to refresh us in the midst of the mean- 
ness and cheap finery around us; and, above all, a sense of the eternal 
values in human nature and human life. 

We need these things to help us to stand up, at this tragic moment 
in the history of humanity, against so much that discourages and distorts.

Once editor and owner of 
“L’ Art de la Mode,” she gave up 
the writing of fashions to be- 
come consulting fashion expert 
—a unigue position which she 
created for herself. To keep the 
manufacturers in touch with the 
trend of styles as set by the leading Parisian houses— 
that is now her work. She is as much at home in the 
famous salons as in the largest American mills. And 
when she speaks it is with the finality of a court of 
last resort. 

Here is her advice to American women as culled from 
the pages of her book:

The most convincing evidence of all in support 
of the hypothesis that the personality of Ray- 
mond Lodge persisted after death is related in 
a chapter entitled “The Group Photograph,” a 
summary @f which is given below.

N Sept. 27, 1915 (the author narrates) 13 

days after Raymond Lodge was killed, 

his mother, Lady Lodge, went with a 

friend, a Mrs. Kennedy, to visit a medi- 

um named Peters. Lady Lodge’s identi- 

ty was kept secret from the medium. His 

“control” was a “spirit” known by the 

name of “Moonstone”’ In the course of the sitting, the 

following note, purporting to be dictated by “Moon- 

stone,” was taken down by Mrs. Kennedy, who acted as 
amanuensis: 

“You have several portraits of this boy. Before he 
went away, you had a good portrait of him--two, no, 
three. Two where he is alone and one where he is in a 
group of other men. He is particular that I should tell 
you this. In one you see his walking stick.” 

Now, the family had several photographs of Raymond 
in uniform, but was in complete ignorance of the exist- 
ence of any picture of him “in a_group of other men.” 
Lady Lodge was unimpressed, thinking skeptically that 
the medium was making a guess at something probable. 

The record was kept, but the matter was dismissed 
from mind. A little more than two_months afterward 
Lady Lodge was startled at receiving the following let- 
ter from a Mrs. Cheeves, a stranger to her, but whose 
son, Capt. Cheeves, had become acquainted with Ray- 
mond in the trenches: 
“Nov. 28, 1915. 

“Dear Lady Lodge: My son, who is M. O. to the Sec- 
ond South Lancs, has sent us a group of officers taken

that there is a back row, or some of 
the people grouped or set up at the 
baek; also, that there are a dozen or 
more people in the photograph, and 
that some of them he hardly knew;

Lady Lodge promptly wrote, thanking Mrs. Cheeves 
and asking for the photograph, but ,its arrival was de- 
layed until Dee. 7. In the 
meantime, hoping to get a 
more detailed . description 
of the picture before seeing 
it, Sir Oliver held a seance 
with a medium named Mrs. 
Leonard, whose ‘‘control”’ 
was a child, calling herself 
“Feda.”’ The _ sitting - oc- 
curred on Dec. 3, and these 
extracts are taken from 
the record: 

Sir Oliver: He said 
something about having a 
photograph taken with 
some other men. We 
haven't seen that photo- 
graph yet. Does he want 
to say anything more 
about it? 

Feda: He thinks there 
were several others taken 
with him, not one or two, 
but several. 

Sir Oliver: Were they 
friends of yours? 

Feda: Some of them, he 
says. He didn’t know them 
all, not very well. But he 
knows some: he heard of 


some; they were not all 
friends. 
Sir Oliver: Does he re- 


member how he looked in 
the photograph? 

Feda: No, he doesn't remember how he looked 

Sir Oliver: No, no, I mean was he standing up’ 

Feda: No, he doesn’t seem to think so. Some were 
raised up round; he was sitting down, and some were 
raised up at the back of him. Some were standing, and 
some were sitting, he thinks. 

Sir Oliver: Were they soldiers?

“Some of the officers must have been barely Known | 


to Raymond, while some were his friends. Officers 
whose names begin with B, 
with C and with R were 
among them. 

“Some of the group are 
sitting, whfle others are 
standing behind. Five in 
the front row are squatting 
on the grass, Raymond be- 
ing one of these, the second 
from the right. Seven in 
the second row are seated 
on chairs. Nine in the 
back row are standing up 
against the outside of a 
temporary wooden struct- 
ure such as might be a hos- 
pital shed. Raymond's 
walking stick or regulation 
cane is lying across his 
feet. 

“The background is dark 
and is conspicuously lined. 
It is out of doors, close in 
front of a shed or military 
hut, pretty much as sug- 
gested to me by the state- 
ments made in the Leonard 
sitting-—what I called a 
‘shelter.’ 

“But by far the most 
striking piece of evidence 
is the fact that someone 
sitting behind Raymond is 
leaning or resting a hand 
on his shoulder. The pho- 
tograph fortunately shows the actual occurrence, and al- 
most indicates that Raymond was rather annoyed with it; 
for his face is a little serewed up, and his head has been 
slightly bent to one side out of the way of the man’s 
arm. It is the only case in the photograph where one 


man is leaning or resting his hand on the shoulder of.

a burning desire to exterminate vermin. In England 
one fox terrier has been known to keep a large field 
free of rats and other vermin, and it is employed there 
in districts where vagabonds and peddlers are wont to 
annoy. 

The Boston terrier and pomeranian, on the other 
band, are two examples of the canine family better fit- 
ted for the town house. The Scotch collie also is in this 
category, notwithstanding its disposition to go a-roving 
occasionally. These three breeds are affectionate, fun- 
loving, reliable, clean and are great playfellows for chil- 
dren. They have no mischievous traits and are seldom 
vicious. The dog expert picks these three—the Boston 
terrier, pomeranian and Scotch collie—as the most re- 
liable and agreeable dogs for the town home, with or 
without children. 


The expert strongly advises against kissing dogs. No 
matter how pretty the girl, or luscious the lips, the dog 
dislikes to be kissed, notwithstanding the joy it may 
afford the kisser. The dog enjoys more the friendly 
and more sanitary pat. Osculation must be taught a dog 
as a duty or it must be forced to submit to the popular 
human institution, and that marks the difference be- 
tween man and dog, according to the aforementioned 
woman of the pet shop. ce 

Feed the dog only table scraps, never chicke en bones. 
More dogs die of bolted chicken bones, which’ perforate 
the intestines, than of any other cause. And it is just 
as well to avoid feeding patent foods. Give the dog

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With a little less 
coddling and more 
insistence on the 
superiority of the 
master the dog will 
be much happier and 
more affectionate 
and faithful. 

There is something 
in the feline that at- 
tracts some persons 
and which is, positively repulsive to others. Hence 
the cat is not nearly so popular as the dog. But 
Thomas has a loyal following nothwithstanding _ his 
nocturnal, sleep-killing love songs to Maria on the back 
fence. Sportive kittenhood has quite a charm for all. 
But when Tabby or Tom pass six months of life, they 
become independent and less entertaining to mankind 
and seek each other in the wee sma’ hours to kill rest 
with their weird courtships. 

A cat’s excursions should be curtailed, for it is a car- 
rier of disease germs to which the human being is sus- 
ceptible. To prevent a wayward cat from learning evil 
lessons, feed its principal meal just before nightfall 
and then shut it up promptly, the cat expert says. 
Feed the cat table scraps and it will find its own dessert 
in vermin, if there be any about the premises. Although 
the cat is said to possess nine lives, the cat expert ad- 
vises strongly against trying to prove this theory by 
permitting your cat to roam the neighbor’s yard who 
may house a pack of Airdale terriers or brindle bulldogs. 
In the long ago the canine and feline fell out and, despite 
the advance of civilization, these two animal species re- 
main strangely at odds and are fearfully distrustful of 
one another. 


The woman who raised 800 singing canaries last year 
doesn’t have any cats about, of course, for the cat wreaks 
dire vengeance on the pretty feathered songsters with a 
zest equalled only by that of the Airedale out cat hunting. 
This woman says: 

Don’t hang the canary in a draft. Don’t feed stale 
seed. Don’t feed lettuce oftener than once a week. 
Don’t put sand in the seed, but only on the bottom of 
the cage. Don't hang the cage within reach of a cat, 
which can jump six or eight feet high. Feed the ca- 
nary fresh seed at all times; hang a strip of bacon, 
sprinkled with red pepper, in the cage. Also hang a 
fish bone in the cage. Cover the cages shortly after sun- 
down to exclude light. Only in darkness can a canary 
get proper rest. 

Canaries begin mating the latter part of January and 
continue throughout the year, ceasing only during July 
and August. Keep the cage clean at all times and supply 
fresh water, and these little birds, the expert declares, 
will earn 10 times their weight in gold each year. 

To care properly for goldfish, begin with the largest 
aquarium you can afford, then get few, rather than too 
many fish. The best water for goldfish is rain, pond 
or lake water, or city water without chemicals, for it is 
said that alum is put in city water to purify it for hu- 
man consumption; but you can’t fool a fish. He dies 
from alum-treated water. A few tadpoles and snails, 
the aquarists declare, are absolutely necessary to the 
health of goldfish. Snails keep the aquarium bright and 
promote vigorous plant growth. The best aquarium 
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plants are saggittaria, an 
ceratophyllum. 

Not more food should be given the fish (aan 
will be eaten at once and none left over. In 
winter time feed four times a week; in summer, 
twice daily. When fish are healthy the excre- 
ment is dark brown or black and usually hangs 
for some time. From its appearance illness may 
be detected. In a healthy fish the dorsal fin 
always stands erect and the ventral fins, direct- 
ly beneath the tail, are always fully distended. 
If the fish comes to the surface to breathe, 
; it is an indication that there is a deficiency 
ae of oxygen in thé water. But this will not 

occur if the correct plants and snails are 
kept in the aquarium. To remedy this 
condition, however, remove some of the 
water and add fresh water of the same 
temperature as that taken out. 
Do not set the aquarium in the 
sun, but in a north light if pos- 
sible. Do not needlessly dis- 
turb the aquarium. Do not 
change the temperature of the 
water. Do not place beetles 
or water spiders in the aquari- 
um or any other matter not 
necessary to the life of the 
fishes, and do not change all 
the water at any one time, un- 
less, perhaps, the baby should 
pour ink into the aquarium “to 
make night time so the little 
fishes can go to bed.” 
Pigeons are affectionate pets 
and are the hobby of many 
persons in Europe. They are 
very profitable through sale of 
squabs in this country, but should 
not be raised in the city. A care- 
fully balanced food for pigeons, as 
mixed by the pet-shop woman, who 
deals also in fancy pigeons, is: One 
peek of cracked corn, 1 peck of wheat, 

1-2 peck of sunflower seed, 1-4 peck of 

kaffir corn, a bit of ground charcoal and 
sand and gravel. Mix all well before feeding. 

In buying a parrot, avoid the broncho. A 
broncho parrot is one which has reached maturity 
before being caught. They never talk, but take 
on a “grouch,” and cannot be persuaded to come 
out of it. The expert says never buy a parrot 
that will not at least say “hello.” Also it is better 
to loiter in the bird’s vicinity for some time and 
get acquainted, for parrots sometimes spring sur- 
prises after getting them home. Many of our 
parrots come from Mexico, and while in transit 
through that troubled country, it is said that some 
Mexicans who possess a bitter hatred for Ameri- 
canos and whose knowledge of English begins and 
ends with expletives, think to take revenge on the 
American household by coaching the parrot in 
Cbbice profanity en route. ! 

Sunflower seed is the principal diet of parrots. Coffee 
and bread in the morning is' also good for them. The 
parrot also likes an occasiona} carrot or apple, and some 
peanuts’ or whole corn.. Keep it in a warm place and 
cover the cage at night. 

Feed rabbits oats, corn, hay and green stuff that has 
matured. Avoid green cabbage, as it often proves fatal 
to bunny. All green stuff should be fed dry. The wom- 
an of the pet shop said that many foreigners in St. 
Louis raise pet rabbits for their table, and, she declared, 
a Texas concern is soon to be established to make sau- 
sage of rabbits—wild rabbits and pet rabbits alike. Thus 
we are evolving from the hot dog sandwich to the hot 
bunny and a bun. 

Guinea pigs eat the same things as do rabbits, but 
much more. They are born with the eyes open and a 
full set of teeth and begin eating 20 minutes after seeing 
the light of day. They should be kept indoors, as they 
are susceptible to pneumonia. They are affectionate pets 
of mild disposition. Many persons raise them for the 
table and they are said to furnish a tempting dish. They 
are in great demand for medical experimentation also 
and bring a good price. 


Cockatoos and parakeets are intelligent birds, but very 
headstrong and hard to teach. Yet they are in great de- 
mand by actors and others, who teach them interesting 
tricks. Sometimes they learn to talk, but not as glibly 
as do some parrots. 


Pet rats, mice and snakes are not uncommon in St. 
Louis, and there is an occasional demand for them at 
the pet shop. When asked how the rodents and reptiles 
are cared for, the woman of the pet shop shuddered 
and answered simply, “Ugh-h-h-h!”’ 


Many people of the stage make their off-season quar- 
ters in St. Louis and they carry a great variety 
of pets, collected in alk parts of the world. These people 
are said to be the best informed persons on the proper 
care of pets. They have many tropic birds and animals 
which are quite at home in St. Louis summer weather. 

The St. Louis woman with the large snake has often 
been to the pet shop for mice and guinea pigs and other 
dainties of which snakes are fend, but the reporter 
could not learn her name and address, as she has for- 
bidden the keeper of the shop to divulge her secret. In 
fact, she once remarked that if newspaper men heard 
of it her home would be besieged by reporters and pho- 
tographers, which would unduly excite her pet. 


Some St. Louis families have adopted the monkey as 
a household pet. The simian is mischievous, imitative 
and comical. The monkey is the most difficult of all 
animals to raise in this climate, and it would be folly to 
attempt it without continuous steam heat throughout 
the winter months. Feed the monkey plain food, almost 
anything except meat, which makes the hair fall out. 
(Vegetarians make the same assertion*in respect to 
bald heads. ) 


An easy way to get rid of the monkey after you can 
no longer endure its unspeakable pranks is to take a 
razor in the monkey’s presence, stand before a mirror 
and, with a broad grin, draw the back of the razor 
quickly across your throat several times. Then lay the 
razor where the monkey can reach it and go out of doors. 
Return in a few moments apd—bury the monkey.

According to assertions made in the debate on the 
Shields bill in the United States Senate, 15,000,000 of 
horsepower is constantly going to waste in the naviga- 
ble streams of the country, a force equal to that now 
generated in steam plants consuming 100,000,000 tons of 
coal annually, at an approximate cost of $250,000,000. 
The loss to the people each day of the year is reckoned 
at three-quarters of a million dollars. 
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The sources of water power are theoretically divided 
into two classes, actual and potential, although both are 
derived from the action of gravitation upon water. In 
the first class are the natural waterfalls which are ready 
for service when some mechanism, such as a water 
wheel, is adjusted so as to be energized by the 
falling fluid. In the second class are the 
streams of flowing water which, to be effectual, 
require the installation of an artificial dam or 
a system of turbines operated by the current. 
Both classes are covered in the pending legis- 
lation. : E: |

entrustment of water power development to private in- 
terests, was indorsed in principle by thé National Con- 
servation Congress, in session at Washington last May. 
The vote was an overwhelming one of 116 to 39, despite 
the fiery hostility of Pinchot and his minority group of 
followers. 

Under the provisions of the Shields bill, authority 
would be conferred upon the Secretary of War to grant 
permits for the construction of water-power plants upon 
navigable streams, for periods of not more than 50 years, 
at the end of which time the Government could either * 
renew the permit or take over the plant at a fair valua- 
tion. In granting permits, preference would be given 
to public utility companies or municipal power enter- 
prises. 

. The’grantees would pay to i‘ Federal Government 
“reasonable rentals,’ these to be fixed from time to tim 

by the Secretary of War in proportion to the profits 
earned by the companies, The bill would confer upon 
the Interstate Commerce Commission power to fix the 
rates for electric current generated at such power plants 
wherever the current enters. upon interstate commerce; pk 
where the power is consumed within a state, the charges ae 
for service would be made subject to the laws of that 
state. Provisions are made for fines in case the grantee 
fails to live up to the contract or to obey any reasonable 
order of the Secretary of State. There is an express 
provision prohibiting any violation of the Sherman anti- © 
trust law. 

Reena a * : “The prime reasons which have prevented the develop- oe 
ON ment of water power energy in the United States,” de- 4 
Bee ae eS clared Senator Shields in advocating the passage of the 
— eee * bill, “are found in the restrictive policy of the present 
bo Sa statutes concerning the matter, which experience has 
shown to be practically prohibitory. 

“This bill is primarily framed in the interest of the 
consumers. It provides for cheap power by which fer-

whether this is subject to homestead or other private de- 
velopment, or whether it is held as national property 
in the various national forests, national parks, national 
monuments and similar special reservations. But in 
this case state laws are supreme. So far as water 
rights are concerned, even Uncle Sam, as proprietor 
of a national forest of thousands of acres, must bow to 
the sovereign power of the state 
wherein the forest happens to 
lie. In such a case the Federal 
Government is the same class 
with the humblest homesteader. 


The Shields bill in the Senate 
and the Adamson bill in the 
House refer to the development 
of water power in the navigable 
streams, where the Federal con- 
trol is supreme; the Myers bill 
in the Senate and the Férris bill 
in the House concern the devel- 
opment of water power in the 
streams of the public domain, 
where state laws at present con- 
trol. 


Of all these bills, the most pub- 
lic notice has been given to that 
of Senator Shields, partly be- 
cause of the acrimonious* at- 
tacks made upon it by Gifford 
Pinchot, chief of the radical 
branch of the conservationists. 

t ‘should be noted, however, 
that the essential element of the 
Shields bill, that authorizing the 
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tilizers and many necessaries of life can be produced 
and furnished to the people more cheaply than is now 
done with power produced by steam. 

“Instead of giving the power companies anything 
which can be used for exploitation of the public, this 
bill closes the door to any stock-watering or financial 
chicanery which might serve as an excuse for high rates 
or charges. Delay in the enactment of this measure 
means delay in giving the country military, agricultural 
and commercial independence.” 

Senator Norris of Nebraska retorted that the Shields 
bill was championed by the strongest lobby that ever 
came to Washington. “They are representatives of the 
Water Power Trust,” he said, “which has its general 
headquarters in Wall street.” 

In a public letter, Pinchot denounced the bill as “a 
most serious attack on our public resources.” 

“Since the fight over the Alaskan resources was won,” 
he asserted, “there has not been so pressing a threat 
against the conservation policy as the present effort in 
Congress to hand over our public water powers into mo- 
nopolistic control. 

“Bills which have given away public water powers 
without due compensation were vetoed by President 
Roosevelt and President Taft. The Shields bill would 
do precisely the same thing today. 

“The water power legislation now before the Senate 
is too favorable to the men who, as Secretary Houston's 
admirable recent report shows, control through 18 
corporations more than one-half of the total water power 
used in public service throughout the United States. 

“The water-power men charge that conservation 
hampers development. The Houston report shows, on 
the contrary, that the most rapid development is ‘n

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HEN a man journeys into a far coun- 
try, he must be prepared to forget 
many things he has learned, and to 
acquire such customs as are inherent 
with existence in the new land; he 
‘Must abandon the old ideals and 
the old gods, and oftentimes he must 

reverse the very codes by which his conduct has hither- 
to been shaped To those who have the protean faculty 
of adaptability, the novelty of such change may even 
be a source of pleasure; but to those who happen to 
be hardened to the ruts in which they were created; 
the pressure of the altered environment is unbearable, 
and they cha’e in body and in spirit under the new 
restrictions which they do not understand. This chaf- 
ing is bound to act and react, producing divers evils 
and leading to various misfortunes. It were better for 
the man who cannot fit himself to the new groove to 
return to his own country; if he delay too long, he 
will surely die. 

The man who turns his back upon the comforts of 
an elder civilization, to face the savage youth, the 
primordial simplicity of the North, may estimate suc- 
cess at an inverse ratio to the quantity and quality of 
his hopelessly fixed habits. He will soon discover, if 
he be a fit candidate, that the material habits are the 
less important. The exchange of such: things as a 
dainty menu for rough fare, of the stiff leather shoe 
for the soft, shapeless moccasin, of the feather bed 
for a couch in the snow, is after all a very easy matter. 
But his pinch will come in learning probably to shape 
his mind’s attitude toward all things, and especially 
toward his fellow man.
